HISTORICAL    SKETCH 

OF   THE 

WOMAX'S    FOREIGN   MISSIONARY   SOCIETY 
(&t  the  pcthorti,$t  (Episcopal  (Church. 


The  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal 
Church  was  organized  in  Tremont  Street  Church,  Boston,  March  22,  1869. 
The  honor  of  originating  the  organization,  and  of  shaping  its  constitution, 
belongs  chiefly  to  returned  missionaries,  particularly  to  Rev.  and  Mrs.  E. 
\\.  Parker,  of  India,  and  Dr.  and  Mrs,  Butler. 

It  is  a  pleasing  coincidence  that  the  birth-year  of  the  Society  corresponds 
with  the  Jubilee  year  of  the  General  Missionary  Society  of  the  Church. 

The  ofificers  elected  at  the  first  meeting  were  as  follows  :  Preside?it, 
Mrs.  Bishop  O.C  Baker;  Recording  Secretary,  Mrs.  B.  J.  Pope;  Corresponding 
Secretaries,  Mrs.  E.  W.  Parker,  Mrs.  Wm.  F.  Warren  and  Mrs.  J.  F.  Willing  ; 
Treasurer,  Mrs.  Thos.  A.  Rich.  Forty-four  Vice-Presidents,  representing 
twelve  different  States,  and  twelve  Managers  were  also  elected. 

On  the  seventh  of  May  following,  Drs.  Durbin  and  Harris,  Correspond- 
ing Secretaries  of  the  Missionary  Society,  met  the  representatives  of  the 
new  organization  in  Boston,  and  after  a  full  and  free  consultation  gave 
their  official  approval  of  the  enterprise,  and  assumed  the  responsibility  of 
publishing  to  the  Church  a  statement  of  its  object  and  proposed  plan  of 
operation.  They  commended  also  the  proposed  i)ublication  of  a  paper  in 
the  interest  of  the  Society.  At  this  meeting,  Dr.  Harris  received  from  the 
Treasurer  the  first  remittance,  which  was  appropriated  for  the  support  of  a 
Bible-woman  in  India. 

The  new  society  having  thus  made  itself  ready  for  work,  it  was  deemed 
best  that  it  should  introduce  itself  to  the  public,  and  for  this  purpose  a  public 
meeting  was  held  May  26,  at  Bromfield  Street  Church,  Boston,  presided 
over  by  Gov.  Claflin.  The  audience,  which  was  large  and  interested,  was 
addressed  by  Rev.  Dr.  W.  F.  Warren,  of  the  Boston  Theological  Seminary, 
Rev.    Dr.   Butler  and    Rev.  E.  W.    Parker,   returned   missionaries.      The 
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meeting  was  successful,  and  aroused  no  little  enthusiasm,  which  was 
immediately  given  a  strong  foundation  by  the  appointment  of  Miss  Isabella 
Thoburn,  of  St.  Clairville,  Ohio,  as  the  first  representative  of  the  Society  in 
the  foreign  field.  At  this  time  also  appeared  the  first  number  of  the 
Heathen  Woman's  Friend.  In  July,  Miss  Clara  A.  Swain,  M.  D.,  responded 
to  a  call  for  a  medical  missionary  to  India,  and  on  the  third  of  November, 
Miss  Thoburn  and  Miss  Swain  sailed  from  New  York  fo.r  India. 

In  the  meantime  the  work  was  rapidly  advancing,  auxiliaries  were 
promptly  organized  in  the  East  and  West,  and  hundreds  of  ladies  gladly 
pledged  themselves  as  members  of  the  Society.  So  rapid  and  wide-spread 
was  the  work  of  organization  that  before  the  close  of  the  first  year  it  was 
esteemed  expedient  to  divide  the  whole  country  into  districts,  similar  to 
the  mission  districts  of  the  Parent  Society,  and  to  organize  a  Branch  Society 
in  each  district.  A  General  Executive  Committee  was  also  provided  for, 
its  duties  defined,  and  its  first  meeting  appointed  for  April  20,  1870. 
The  new  constitution  was  submitted  in  December  (1869)  to  the  Board 
of  Managers  of  the  General  Missionary  Society  for  their  approval  and 
sanction.  After  careful  consideration,  on  recommendation  of  a  special 
committee,  the  Board  adopted  the  following  : 

Resolved — I.  That  when  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church  shall  become  organized  under  the  proposed  constitution  as  amended,  a 
copy  of  which  is  herewith  submitted,  the  said  Societies,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Board  of 
Managers  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  will  be  entitled 
to  the  cordial  support  and  cooperation  of  our  pastors  and  people. 

2.  That  the  ladies  who  have  originated  these  new  Societies,  and  those  by  whom  they 
are  supported,  are  entitled  to  the  commendation  and  encouragement  of  all  friends  of 
missions. 

Under  this  plan  Branches  were  organized  in  the  following  order,  to  wit  : 
Philadelphia  Branch,  organized  at  the  Book  Rooms,  Arch  Street,  March 
3,  1870  ;  New  England  Branch,  organized  in  Tremont  Street  Church, 
Boston,  March  10;  also  on  the  same  day  the  New  York  Branch  organized 
at  the  Mission  Rooms,  805  Broadway,  New  York.  The  North-western 
Branch  was  organized  in  Chicago,  March  17  ;  Western  Branch,  in  St.  Louis, 
April  4  ;  and  the  Cincinnati  Branch,  in  Trinity  Church,  Cincinnati, 
April  6.  Up  to  this  time,  ^4,546.86  had  been  collected,  and  the  suscribers 
to  the  Heathen  Woman  s  Friend  numbered  3,600. 

The  "  Ladies'  China  Missionary  Society,"  organized  by  the  ladies  of  the 
Methodist  Episcopal  Churches  of  Baltimore  twenty-seven  years  ago,  was 
amongst  the  earliest  organizations  to  support  special  work  for  heathen 
women.     At  their  anniversary,  March  6,   187 1,  they  passed  a  resolution  of 


cooperation  with  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  and  on  the  tenth  of  the  same  month  formally  reorgan- 
ized as  the  Baltimore  Branch. 

The  first  meeting  of  the  General  Executive  Committee  was  held  in 
Boston,  April  20,  1870,  and  consisted  of  delegates  from  the  six  organized 
Branches,  with  the  exception  of  the  Cincinnati  Branch,  which  was  repre- 
sented by  Mrs.  E.  W.  Parker. 

The  first  anniversary  meeting  was  held  on  Thursday,  April  21,  1870; 
Mrs.  Rev.  Dr.  Patten,  President  of  the  New  England  Branch,  presiding. 
Reports  from  the  respective  Branches  were  presented  by  the  Corresponding 
Secretaries,  and  the  results  of  the  year  shown  to  be  the  endorsement  of  the 
Society  by  the  Parent  Board,  and  by  the  India  Conference,  and  its  cordial 
reception  by  the  women  of  the  Church  ;  the  establishment  of  work  in 
Lucknow  and  Bareilly,  and  the  preparation  for  the  same  in  Foochow, 
Peking  and  Kiu  Kiang,  China. 

Earnest  and  courageous  work  during  the  following  year,  with  the  un- 
ceasing help  of  the  Heavenly  Father,  made  the  second  meeting  of  the 
General  Executive  Committee,  held  at  Chicago,  May  16,  187 1,  a  glad 
occasion.  The  total  of  Branch  reports  showed  the  number  of  auxiliaries 
(April  I,  1876,)  to  be  614;  membership,  26,686;  the  amount  of  money 
raised  during  the  year,  $22,397.99.  In  the  fall  of  1870,  Miss  Fannie  J. 
Sparkes  sailed  for  India. 

The  third  annual  meeting  of  the  General  Executive  Committee  convened 
in  New  York  City,  May  15,  1872.  Rapid  advancement  in  all  directions 
was  reported — auxiliaries  1,083  !  membership  41,554;  receipts  for  the  year 
$44,477.46.  Two  ladies  were  sent  to  India,  two  to  Peking,  China,  and  the 
two  Misses  Woolston  in  Foochow,  China,  formerly  under  the  care  of  the 
Parent  Society,  and  supported  by  the  Baltimore  ladies,  were  transferred  to 
the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society.  This  third  year  closed  with  the 
formal  recognition  and  hearty  recommendation  of  the  Society  by  the 
General  Conference  of  the  Church,  which  held  its  quadrennial  session  in 
May,  1872,  in  Brooklyn. 

The  fourth  meeting  of  the  General  Executive  Committee  opened  May 
14,  1873,  in  Cincinnati.  The  totals  of  the  reports  were:  auxiliaries,  1,591; 
membership,  50,552;  amount  raised  during  the  year,  $54,834.87.  In  the 
fall  of  1872  two  ladies  were  sent  to  India  and  two  to  Kiu  Kiang,  China. 

The  fifth  meeting  of  the  General  Executive  Committee  met  May  6, 
1874,  at  Philadelphia,  and  reported  as  follows:  auxiliaries,  1,839  '■>  member- 
ship, 54,060  ;  amount  raised  during  the  year,  $64,309.25.  Two  ladies  were 
sent  to  India  and  one  to  Peking,  China. 
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The  sixth  meeting  opened  at  Baltimore,  May  5,  1875.  2,130  auxiliaries 
were  reported,  and  $61,492.19  raised  during  the  year.  A  large  number  of 
missionaries  were  sent  out,  two  to  Mexico,  two  to  South  America,  two  to 
China  and  one  to  Japan. 

In  its  seventh  session,  the  General  Executive  Committee  assembled  in 
Washington,  D.  C,  May  10,  1876.  Auxiliaries,  1,952  ;  total  membership, 
52,034;  amount  raised  during  ten  months  (the  beginning  of  fiscal  year 
having  been  changed),  $55,276.06.     One  lady  was  sent  to  Peking,  China. 

The  eighth  session  of  the  General  Executive  Committee  met  at  Minne- 
apolis, Minnesota,  May  10,  1877.  Auxiliaries  reported,  2,196;  total 
membership,  54,881;  amount  raised  during  the  year,  $67,698.26.  Two 
ladies  were  sent  to  India,  one  to  Mexico  and  one  to  Japan. 

The  ninth  session  of  the  General  Executive  Committee  opened  May  9, 
1878,  in  Boston.  Auxiliaries  reported,  2,301;  amount  raised  during  the 
year,  $68,063.52.     One  lady  was  sent  to  Peking,  China. 

The  annals  of  a  missionary  society  not  yet  ten  years  old,  cannot  be 
expected  to  furnish  to  the  pen  of  a  historian  great  achievements,  as  the 
world  counts  greatness.  But  both  at  home  and  abroad  the  results  have 
cheered  and  encouraged  our  hearts.  They  have  exceeded  our  highest 
expectations,  and  they  promise  to  grow  ever  more  important  as  the  years 
go  by.  And  whatever  appears  or  fails  to  appear  to  human  eyes,  the  books 
are  filling  up  in  which  God  records  the  mites  of  the  widows  and  keeps 
account  of  every  cup  of  cold  water  given  in  the  name  of  a  disciple.  There, 
is  the  true  history  of  this  Society.  Its  estimates  of  success  are  infallible,  its 
pages  imperishable. 


GENERAL     STATEMENT. 


Since  the  organization  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society,  a  Re- 
port of  its  work  has  been  published  annually  in  the  July  number  of  the 
Heathen  Wotnans  Frieftd,  a  monthly  paper  published  in  the  interests  of  the 
Society  ;  but  at  the  Session  of  the  General  Executive  Meeting  held  in  May 
last,  a  resolution  was  passed  to  the  effect  that  a  "  full  report  of  the  work  of 
the  Society  be  published  in  pami5hlet  form." 

The  Society  has  just  closed  its  ninth  year,  which  like  several  of  its  prede- 
cessors, has  been  a  year  of  anxiety,  since  depression  in  business  circles 
made  prosperity  in  every  benevolent  enterprise  doubtful.  But  He  who  has 
watched  over  the  interests  of  this  Society  from  the  beginning,  has  not  for- 
saken us  during  the  past  year,  but  has  honored  the  efforts  of  His  children. 

Although  the  amount  collected  has  not  been  quite  up  to  that  of  the  pre- 
vious year,  yet  all  the  obligations  of  the  Society  have  been  met ;  no  work 
has  been  abandoned  for  want  of  means.  Over  sixty-eight  thousand  dollars 
came  into  the  treasury,  representing  something  of  sacrifice  and  labor,  but 
more  of  thanksgiving  and  blessing.  Most  of  it  has  been  gathered  by  pen- 
nies, by  the  contribution  of  two  cents  a  week. 

In  the  maps  at  the  front,  the  names  in  red  letters  indicate  where  the 
Society  employs  missionaries,  and  wholly  or  in  part  supports  schools. 
Besides  China,  India,  and  Japan  here  represented,  work  is  being  done  in 
Bulgaria,  Italy,  South  America  and  Mexico. 

HOME   WORK. 

A  degree  of  expansion  has  marked  the  home  work.  We  are  able  to 
record  more  auxiliaries,  increased  memberships,  and  on  every  hand  a  more 
widespread  interest.  Our  pastors  have  rendered  valuable  assistance  in 
bringing  before  their  congregations  the  claims  of  the  Society  ;  while  at 
Annual  Conferences,  and  Camp  Meetings,  the  cause  has  been  presented, 
and  meetings  held,  and  in  many  cases  resolutions  of  hearty  sympathy  with 
the  work  and  the  workers  have  been  adopted,  which  calculated  to  spread 
the  interest  throughout  the  Church. 

FOREIGN   WORK. 

The  calls  are  very  pressing  from  the  foreign  field  for  enlarged  means  to 
carry  on  schools  and  enter  the  homes  of  the  heathen.     Doors  open  on  every 


hand.  The  famine  which  has  devastated  large  portions  of  both  China  and 
India  has  thrown  into  our  schools  a  great  number  of  children.  Natives  of 
India,  both  Hindoos  and  Mohammedans,  have  made  an  effort  to  provide 
schools  and  orphanages,  to  keep  these  children  from  the  missionaries.  We 
need  help  to  care  for  these  so  providentially  thrown  upon  our  hands.\ 

MISSIONARIES. 

The  missionaries  in  the  various  fields  are  working  beyond  their  strength, 
and  calling  for  help.  Reinforcements  are,to  be  sent  out  this  year.  Provis- 
ion was  made  at  the  Executive  Committeee  for  sending  tivelve  young  ladies 
to  the  foreign  fields  in  1878  ;  two  to  China,  four  to  Japan,  four  to  India,  and 
two  to  Mexico.  Miss  Easton  and  Miss  Layton,  ladies  of  experience  in  teach- 
ing, have  gone  to  India,  one  to  take  charge  of  an  English  Boarding  School 
in  Cawnpore,  the  other  to  teach  in  Calcutta. 

During  the  year  past  Miss  Swaney  was  sent  to  Mexico  City,  and  Miss 
Porter,  who  had  been  home  for  rest,  returned  to  her  work  in  China.  Miss 
Ogden  and  Miss  Warner  returned  from  Mexico.  Miss  Sparks  and  Miss 
Swain,  M.  D.,  who  have  been  home  for  a  season,  hope  to  return  this  fall  ; 
while  the  Misses  Woolston,  who  have  worked  so  faithfully  in  China  for 
nearly  twenty  years,  are  now  on  their  way  to  this  country  for  a  season  of 
rest.  The  Society,  in  addition  to  the  ladies  which  it  specially  appoints  and 
supports,  depends  largely  upon  the  services  of  the  wives  of  missionaries  in 
the  several  fields  for  supervision  of  much  of  their  work.  They  desire  to 
acknowledge  their  indebtedness  to  these  ladies  for  their  uniformly  valuable 
co-operation  with  this  Society. 

DEA  THS. 

The  Society  feels  very  sensibly  the  loss  of  Miss  (rorham,  late  of  New 
York,  a  young  lady  of  eminent  qualifications  for  the  work,  who  while  under 
appointment  for  India,  was  taken  ill  and  died.  We  mourn  this  loss,  but 
recognize  the  hand  of  Him  who  will  provide  for  the  work  below,  while  he 
calls  his  beloved  home. 

The  Society  is  under  the  shadow  of  its  first  death  on  the  foreign  field. 
Intelligence  has  been  received  of  the  death  of  Miss  L.  A.  Campbell,  of  Cam- 
bridge, Mass.,  who  was  stationed  at  Peking,  China.  She  died  of  typhus  fever. 
May  18,  after  only  ten  days'  illness.  This  is  the  first  crowned  representative 
of  this  Society's  force  on  the  foreign  field.  She  is  with  the  "Church  of 
the  first  born."  It  has  now  the  sad  inspiration  of  a  Missionary  grave.  The 
Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  can  never  abandon  Peking,  now  that 
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one  of  its  heroines  lies  buried  there,  and  tlie  work  among  Chinese  women 
will  become  dearer  to  every  heart.  Miss  C.  was  a  faithful,  earnest  worker. 
As  she  went  from  New  England,  it  seems  eminently  fitting  that  one  from 
New  England  goes  out  to  take  her  j)lace. 

HEA  7'IIEX   WOMAN'S  FRIEXD. 

We  desire  to  call  very  special  attention  to  the  Heathen  Woman  s  Friend, 
a  twenty-four  paged  monthly  paper  issued  by  the  Society.  It  contains 
most  interesting  letters  from  the  Missionaries  in  the  field  ;  also,  accounts  of 
home  work,  and  it  is  very  desirable  that  every  woman  in  the  Methodist 
Church  shall  become  a  subscriber.  It  is  very  reasonable  in  its  price,  and 
within  the  reach  of  nearly  all.  Bishop  Ames  at  the  General  Committee 
Meeting  of  the  Parent  Society  commended  it,  saying  that  he  read  it  through 
regularly,  and  esteemed  it  the  best  missionary  periodical  in  the  country.  It 
is  the  only  Missionary  paper  of  the  Methodist  Episcoj^al  church. 

A P PROPRIA  TIONS. 

The  appropriations  for  the  coming  year  are  $81,097.50.  This  represents 
work,  and  we  appeal  to  the  women  of  the  Church  to  help.  Sisters,  we 
want  your  sympathies  and  your  prayers.

The  Society  commenced  its  work  in  India,  and  although  other  fields 
have  appeared  and  other  opportunities  have  offered,  still  there  is  a  charm 
about  these  dark  sisters  in  their  quiet  secluded  homes  that  touches  our 
sympathy  as  well  as  our  sentiment,  and  our  prayers  go  up  to  God  with  pecu- 
liar earnestness,  that  the  one  hundred  and  twenty  millions  of  women  in 
this  country  may  be  made  partakers  of  like  faith  with  us. 

Respecting  the  work  of  the  Society  in  India,  Mrs.  Parker  writes  :  "  I  can- 
not tell  about  other  mission  fields,  but  I  do  know  that  the  work  in  India  is 
going  on  gloriously,  and  much  faster  than  we  can  perceive.  God  is  at  work 
down  deep  in  many  hearts.  All  over  this  land  agencies  are  in  operation, 
which  will  surely  revolutionize  and  Christianize  India." 

Twelve  missionaries  have  been  sent  to  India  since  the  organization  of  the 
Society.  Two  are  now  at  home  on  account  of  ill  health,  but  are  expecting 
soon  to  return  ;  two  have  been  compelled  to  return  and  remain  permanently  ; 
three  are  now  at  work,  two  in  Lucknow,  and  one  in  Bareilly  ;  five  have 
married  missionaries,  and  are  connected  with  the  Parent  Board. 

It  is  impossible  in  the  space  allotted,  to  give  the  particulars  of  the  work 
in  India,  so  that  we  are  compelled  to  give  simply  a  summary.  The  Society 
has  schools  and  Bible  readers  in  the  following  stations  : 

Bareilly,  Lucknow,  Moradabad,  Khera-Bajhaira,  Amroha,  Hasainpur, 
Sumbhal,  Rasulpur,  Bijnour,  Najibabad,  Nagina,  Chaudpore,  Mohomed- 
pore,  Maudawar,  Bashta,  Shahjehanpore,  Panahpore,  Tilhur,  Powaen, 
Nainee  Tal,  Haldwani,  Dwarahath,  Pithoragarh,  Paori,  Chopra,  Srinagar, 
Budoan,  Gondah,  Baraitch,  Ellunpur,  Nawabgunge,  Colonelgunge,  Bara- 
bunki,  Hurdui,  Cawnpore,  Roy  Bareilly  and  Calcutta,  making  in  all  thirty- 
seven  stations. 

ZENANA    WORK. 

In  many  of  these  stations  the  work  of  visiting  the  women  in  their  homes 
has  been  carried  on  with  great  success.     Miss  Blackmar  has  had  charge  of 
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the  work  in  Lucknow,  one  of  the  largest  cities  of  Northern  India.  About 
twenty .  Bengali  families  have  been  regularly  visited  ;  some  of  these  are 
taught  twice  a  week,  and  pay  something  for  tuition,  and  all  pay  for  books 
and  materials  for  fancy  work.  The  number  of  Hindoo  and  Mohammedan 
families  visited  once  a  week  was  about  one  hundred.  Some  of  the  women 
and  girls  read  either  Urdu  or  Hindi,  and  a  few,  English.  In  some  houses 
the  teaching  is  only  from  the  Bible  and  the  hymns.  In  many  of  the  zena- 
nas and  among  the  village  women  visits  have  been  specially  acceptable. 
The  terrible  famine  has  somewhat  interrupted  this  special  department,  and 
several  of  the  Bible  women  have  given  their  whole  time  and  attention  to 
the  work  of  feeding  the  hungry.  A  sum  of  money  was  put  into  the  hands 
of  the  missionary  having  charge  of  the  zenana  work  to  assist  needy  and 
deserving  women,  and  the  result  was  that  a  great  many  received  both  tem- 
poral and  spiritual  help.     There  are  seven  women  thus  employed  here. 

In  Bareilly  the  zenana  teacher  writes  :  "  There  are  fourteen  Hindoo  and 
thirteen  Mohammedan  families,  besides  six  schools,  thirty-three  places  in  all. 
that  are  visited  regularly  by  four  Bible  women  and  myself.  I  take  with  me 
in  turn  the  new  or  inexperienced  women,  in  order  to  teach  them  how  to 
work  in  zenanas,  as  I  find  it  a  difficult  work  to  do  properly,  especially 
when,  as  sometimes  happens,  the  gentlemen  of  the  house  are  in.  They  say, 
to  us — '  what  do  you  want  ! '  and  we  say,  '  we  come  to  see  the  women.'  As 
a  general  thing,  we  are  received,  but;  sometimes  refused.  At  one  of  the 
places  I  visit  a  Moulvi's  family  ;  the  first  time  I  went  in  I  asked  the  women 
if  they  would  listen  to  me  if  I  read  something  to  them  from  the  Bible, 
when,  to  my  astonishment,  he  spoke  from  the  inside  of  the  house,  and 
said  he  would  like  to  hear  me  read  the  book,  as  he  had  heard  much  about 
it,  but  was  not  at  all  acquainted  with  it.  I  read  the  14th  chapter  of  John's 
Gospel.  He  seemed  very  much  pleased  with  it,  and  said  he  would  like  to 
hear  more  of  the  book  ;  so  the  next  time  I  went  I  gave  him  a  copy  of  the 
New  Testament,  and  he  has  been  readijig  it.  There  is  also  a  Hindoo  family 
in  which  a  young  woman  and  her  mother-in-law  are  very  much  interested 
in  hearing  the  truth.  They  have  left  off  idol-Avorship,  and  the  daughter  told 
me  that  when  her  mother-in-law  was  ill  her  son  sent  for  the  Pundit,  and 
when  he  came  the  old  lady  refused  to  have  any  of  his  usual  charms  and 
offerings  made,  and  would  not  observe  these  foolish  customs  any  more.  She 
says  she  '  believes  in  Jesus,'  which  gives  her  '  great  comfort.'  "  Mrs.  B.  adds, 
"  I  love  the  work  more  and  more,  and  pray  the  Lord  may  bless  me  in  it." 

In  Moradabad,  during  the  year  seventeen  zenanas  have  been  regularly 
vi.sited,  and  twenty-five  pupils  have  been  under  instruction,  and  teaching 
has  been  commenced  in  several  other  houses.     The  most  notable  progress 
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has  been  made  in  one  Mussulman!  zenana,  where  they  are  now  reading  the 
Bible  and  where  a  year  ago  the  slightest  reference  to  anything  bearing  on 
our  religion  was  received  with  flushed  faces  and  contemptuous  remarks,  and 
where  they  would  not  permit  the  Bible-women  to  sing  a  hymn. 

A  most  interesting  case  is  that  of  the  wife  of  the  Adjutant  of  the  Native 
regiment  stationed  here.  Her  husband  himself,  almost  persuaded  to  em- 
brace Christianity,  asked  to  have  some  Christian  women  to  visit  and  instruct 
his  wife,  and  Jane  Plummer  has  been  going  there  twice  a  week.  The  wife 
has  learned  to  knit  stockings,  an  accomplishment  of  which  she  is  very 
proud. 

In  this  station  a  monthly  missionary  meeting  has  been  held.  A  regular 
course  of  study  has  been  prescribed  for  the  Bible  women,  and  one  or  two 
written  essays  upon  some  subject  chosen  for  them  from  their  month's  studies 
have  been  read.  Some  of  these  women  proposed  that  the  outlying  village 
should  be  formed  into  a  circuit,  and  that  from  among  their  members 
every  afternoon  certain  persons  should  go  out  and  sing  and  talk  with  the 
women.  This  plan  was  carried  out  faithfully  until  the  famine  rendered  it 
difficult  to  get  listeners. 

In  another  place  the  Bible  woman  says  :  We  talk  to  the  woman  about 
the  way  of  salvation,  but  it  is  very  difficult  in  India  for  a  woman  to  becorne 
a  Christian,  because  a  woman  cannot  do  as  she  pleases,  but  is  subject  to 
her  husband,  and  dare  not  act  for  herself." 

In  Budoan  over  seventy-five  zenanas  are  open  to  the  missionary,  the 
majority  of  which  are  Mohammedan.  Five  Bible  women  are  employed  to 
visit,  and  they  teach  "  Repent  and  believe  on  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ  and 
thou  shalt  be  saved." 


GIULS'  ORPHANAGE,  BAREILLY. 

Miss  Carey  has  had  charge  of  this  Institution  during  Miss*  Sparke's 
absence.  She  has  been  assisted  by  eight  teachers.  Three  of  the  pupils 
have  also  given  some  help.  We  extract  the  following  from  the  report  : — 
"  Thirty-five  girls  have  been  sent  to  us  during  the  year,  and  fourteen  have 
married.  The  year  closes  with  i68.  Of  those  received  17  have  been  sent 
by  the  magistrates.  None  over  nine  years  of  age  have  been  received,  and 
several  are  under  three  years  old.  Two  little  ones  were  found  in  a  well, 
and  brought  to  us.  These  came  with  emaciated  bodies,  and  features  piti- 
fully hardened  by  neglect,  long  exposure  and  rough  treatment.     Two  were 
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not  able  to  survive  the  effects,  and  gradually  wasted  away.  One  other 
besides  these  two  died.  She  was  named  Topsy,  and  was  nine  years  of  age. 
In  the  prayer  and  class  meeting  she  was  always  first  to  bear  witness  to  the 
preciousness  of  Jesus'  love  to  her.  During  her  last  moments  she  expressed 
a  desire  to  go  and  be  with  the  Lord. 

"  The  girls  have  made  good  progress  in  their  studies.  The  promotions 
are  satisfactory.  Our  first  class,  comprising  thirteen  girls,  is  promising, 
and  contains  perhaps  the  youngest  members  who  have  ever  been  admitted 
into  it.  The  Church  has  received  an  accession  of  twenty-three  members 
from  this  Institution.  Of  one  of  the  girls  educated  here,  it  is  said  that  she 
married  a  farmer,  and  went  to  the  village  home  to  live.  She  is  the  only 
educated  woman  for  miles  around,  and  is  employed  in  Bible  work." 

GIRL'S  ORPHANAGE,  PA  OR  I. 

There  are  thirteen  girls  now  in  the  Paori  Orphanage.  Nine  of  these 
were  connected  with  it  last  year,  and  four  have  been  received  this  year. 
Bella  Kier,  one  of  the  first  class,  has  been  in  Miss  Thoburn's  School  in 
Lucknow,  preparing  for  a  teacher.  The  missionary,  Mrs.  Gill,  who  has 
charge,  writes  :  "  The  children  that  have  come  to  us  this  year  are  all  bright 
and  interesting." 

BOARDING  SCHOOLS. 

jThese  institutions  are  the  direct  outgrowth  of  Christian  Missions. 
They  conserve  the  work  of  the  missionary,  and  are  important  agencies  for 
developing  a  Christian  spirit  among  the  people.  They  are  intended  for 
the  education  of  the  daughters  of  native  converts,  and  others  entrusted 
to  the  missionary's  care,  to  be  trained  as  Christians.  There  are  six  of 
these  schools  supported  by  the  Society  in  India,  located  in  Lucknow, 
Cawnpore,  Budaon,  Moradabad,  Bijnour  and  Paori. 

In  Moradabad,  Mrs.  Parker  in  charge,  there  are  68  girls  connected  with 
the  school.  Most  of  these  are  daughters  of  native  Christians,  living  in  the 
vicinity  of  Moradabad,  and  in  the  Amraha  and  Sambhal  circuits.  Some 
of  these  girls  come  to  the  school  while  quite  young,  and  remain  until  they 
complete  the  course  of  study  arranged  for  this  grade  of  schools.  Another 
class  of  girls  come  after  their  betrothrai,  and  have  only  a  year  or  two  to 
study,  before  going  to  their  homes.  These  learn  a  little  geography  and 
arithmetic,  but  very  especial  attention  is  given  to  their  religious  training. 
They  are  also  taught  to  do  all  kinds  of  work  required  in  a  village  or  city 
home.  Mrs.  Parker,  who  has  charge  of  this  school,  writes  :  "  One  girl  was 
betrothed  and  sent  to  her  father-in-law's  house  :    she  was  said  to  be  ill- 
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mannered  and  slovenly  ;  that  her  new  relatives  sent  her  back  to  her  home 
as  unfit  for  their  house.  Her  brother  then  brought  her  to  school,  and 
although  she  remained  but  about  one  year,  she  is  now  much  respected  in 
the  house  from  which  she  was  driven  out." 

In  Amroha  there  is  a  Boarding  School,  but  it  is  a  branch  of  the  Mora- 
dabad  School.  The  girls  are  small,  and  the  plan  is  for  them  to  remain 
until  they  are  able  to  read  well,  and  then  send  them  to  Moradabad. 

In  Bijnour,  during  the  past  year,  such  a  school  was  opened,  and  has 
now  15  boarders  and  six  day  scholars. 

In  Paori  there  are  twenty-seven  connected  with  the  school.  Among 
these  are  two  married  women. 

lln  Budaon  there  are  thirty-five  girls  in  the  school,  while  at  the  beginning 
of  the  year  there  were  only  four.  The  missionary  writes:  "The  suffering 
caused  by  the  famine  makes  a  harvest  year  for  Orphanages  and  Boarding 
schools.     Our  new  girls  are  of  all  sizes  and  castes."] 

In  Lucknow  the  school  closed  with  ninety-six  girls,  sixty-eight  of  whom 
were  boarders;  one  hundred  and  nineteen  were  enrolled  during  the  year.  Miss 
Thoburn  has  had  charge  of  this  work.  But  one  death  has  occurred  during 
the  year.  The  conduct  of  the  girls  has  in  general  been  satisfactory,  and 
many  among  the  larger  ones  have  developed  in  Christian  character.  Besides 
the  usual  prayer  meetings,  there  has  been  a  fellowship  meeting  for  the  girls  on 
Friday,  which  has  helped  them  much.  The  little  girls  have  often  asked,  says 
the  missionary,  "Pray  for  me  to-night  in  your  room ;  I  am  trying  to  be  good." 

MEMORIAL  SCHOOL,   CAWNPORE. 

Vrhe  Memorial  School  in  this  place,  admitting  both  boys  and  girls,  was 
divided  by  the  India  Mission  Conference  in  1877,  and  Miss  Thoburn 
appointed  to  supervise  the  girls'  department  until  a  teacher  could  be  sent 
from  home.  A  suitable  property  has  been  purchased  by  the  Society,  con- 
sisting of  two  buildings,  surrounded  by  more  than  twenty  acres  of  land, 
beautifully  situated  on  the  banks  of  the  Ganges.  The  school  opened  on 
February  i,  and  before  May  it  contained  thirty-nine  boarders  and  eleven 
day  scholars.  The  income  from  boarding  and  tuition  fees,  together  with 
fifty  rupees  ($25)  per  month  from  the  Government,  has  covered  the  expen- 
diture, almost  paying  for  the  entire  furnishing  of  the  house,  including  an 
organ.  Two  hundred  rupees  were  received  as  the  proceeds  of  a  concert 
given  by  friends  of  the  school.  A  building  will  be  erected  on  the  grounds 
which  will  be  called  the  "  Martha  Cole  Hall,"  in  memory  of  a  lady  who  died 
in  the  New  England  Branch,  leaving  a  legacy,  which  has  been  invested  in 
this  school.     She  "  being  dead  yet  speaketh." 
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This  school  is  for  East  Indians  who  speak  Hindustani  and  English, 
and  it  is  hoped  from  this  class  will  be  raised  up  efficient  workers.  Miss 
Thoburn,  in  addition  to  the  care  of  her  school  in  Lucknow,  has  had  the 
charge  of  this  work,  which  has  greatly  increased  her  responsibilities.  Miss 
Easton,  a  lady  of  large  experience  in  teaching,  has  already  sailed  for  India, 
to  take  the  superintendence  of  this  school.    I 

CALCUTTA   SCHOOL. 

Miss  Layton  sailed  with  Miss  Easton  to  take  charge  of  a  school  in 
Calcutta,  composed  of  East  Indians,  which  has  been  in  successful  operation 
for  a  year  past.  The  object  is  to  raise  up  cultivated  Christians,  who  may 
be  fitted  for  usefulness  among  the  millions  of  the  Empire.  This  school 
opened  with  thirty-two  boarders,  and  eighty  day-pupils.  Miss  Layton's 
large  experience  in  teaching  will  be  of  great  value  to  her  in  the  sui)erin- 
tendence  of  this  work. 

CITY  SCHOOLS. 

/The  city  and  village  day  schools  throughout  India  are  for  the  education 
more  particularly  of  the  lower  classes.  It  was  very  difficult  to  convince 
the  people  of  their  utility,  and  at  first  it  was  necessary  to  pay  the  girls  to 
secure  their  attendance.  But  this  is  no  longer  requisite,  and  the  demands 
for  this  kind  of  work  are  so  great  that  it  is  impossible  to  meet  them  all. 
There  are  now  over  i,ooo  girls  being  educated  in  the  various  schools  sup- 
ported by  the  W.  F.  M.  S.,  and  these  schools  are  in  nearly  every  station 
occupied  by  the  Parent  Board.  This  work,  with  a  few  exceptions,  is  under 
the  care  of  the  wives  of  the  missionaries,  who  visit  them  from  time  to 
time,  and  also  examine  the  pupils.  The  instruction  given  is  of  a  religious 
character. 

Owing  to  a  large  reduction  in  the  amount  given  by  the  Government  for 
the  support  of  these  schools,  many  have  been  temporarily  embarrassed, 
but  many  of  the  teachers  have  asked  to  be  retained  at  reduced  wages, 
sooner  than  have  the  schools  closed.  The  famine,  also,  has  interfered  with 
progress.  Children  cannot  read  when  they  are  hungry,  and  all  who  could 
earn  anything  to  obtain  food  during  the  year  have  been  at  work.  These 
schools  open  many  houses  to  us,  and  are  of  importance  in  disseminating 
religious  truths  among  the  women  and  girls  in  the  city  and  villages. 

SUNDA  Y  SCHOOLS. 
\ 
1  One  of  the  most  encouraging  features  is  the  establishment  of  Sabbath 

schools  in  connection  with  the  day  schools.      The  children  commit  texts  of 
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scripture  to  memory  and  recite  them,  and  learn  hymns.  Mrs.  Parker, 
writing  from  Moradabad,  says,  "There  is  a  Sunday  school  in  connection 
with  each  of  the  twelve  day  schools,  conducted  much  on  the  same  plan  as 
those  for  Christian  girls,  many  of  them  repeating  the  Lord's  prayer  at  the 
close  of  the  school.  The  girls  are  all  anxious  to  have  a  copy  of  the  hymn 
book,  so  these  Christian  hymns  enter  many  homes  where  we  do  not  go." 
Of  another  station,  she  says,  "  We  have. now  a  Sunday  school  for  girls  and 
women,  which  is  most  encouraging.  We  have  had  about  sixty  in  attendance, 
and  have  given  tickets  and  pictures.  The  women  have  shown  such  a  real 
apppreciation  of  the  blessed  truths  taught  them."  Of  still  another,  "A 
Sunday  school  is  held  in  each  school-house,  and  is  conducted  and  taught  by 
one  of  the  working  staff  of  the  mission,  asssisted  by  girls  from  the  boarding 
schools."/ 


WOMAN'S  MISSIONARY  SOCIETIES. 

LWe  cannot  close  this  report  of  our  work  in  India  without  reference  to 
the  establishment  of  Missionary  Societies  among  the  native  Christian 
women.  In  seven  stations  the  women  are  organized,  and  give  of  their 
means,  the  funds  being  used  to  carry  on  work  among  the  women  of  the 
lower  castes.  From  one  station  we  learn  that,  "  the  meetings  have  been 
held  regularly  once  a  month,  and  the  minutes  have  been  duly  kept  and  read 
in  Hindustani,  and  occasionally  one  of  the  native  women  has  presided." 

Again,  "  Missionary  meetings  and  '  mothers'  meetings '  have  been  held 
each  month."  Of  another  we  read,  "  The  absence  of  the  missionary  from 
our  monthly  meeting  used  to  be  the  signal  for  failure,  but  this  year  the 
meetings  have  gone  on,  whether  the  missionary  was  present  or  not." 

These  poor  women,  who  have  families  to  support,  and  who  get  paid  for 
their  work  at  the  rate  of  from  one  to  three  dollars  per  month,  have  con- 
tributed during  the  past  year  nearly  forty  dollars  toward  carrying  on  the 
work  among  their  sisters.  \

MISSIONARIES. 
Miss  Bkulah  Woolston.  Miss  Sarah  Woolston.  Miss  Sigourney  Tkask,  M.  D. 

The  Society  commenced  work  in  Foochow  in  187 1.  It  has  sent  out  seven 
missionaries  to  China,  and  employed  the  Misses  Woolston,  who  were  form- 
erly connected  with  the  Parent  Board.  These  two  ladies  are  now  on  their 
way  to  this  country  for  a  short  season,  having  been  engaged  in  the  work  in 
China  for  twenty  years.  The  Society  has  but  one  missionary  in  Foochow 
during  their  absence,  Miss  Trask,  who  has  charge  of  our  Medical  Mis- 
sion there,  an  account  of  which  will  be  found  in  the  chapter  on  Medical 
work/i^' Probably  no  mission  field  has  been  more  satisfactorily  worked  than 
Foochav^^  The  sowing  season  was  long  and  taxing  to  faith  and  patience, 
but  the  harvest  has  been  rich  and  bountiful,  while  the  future  is  promising. 
We  have  twenty-five  day  schools  in  and  around  Foochow.  The  boarding 
school  numbers  thirty-one  scholars,  and  during  the  absence  of  the  Misses 
Woolston  will  be  taken  charge  of  by  our  excellent  co-laborers,  Mrs.  Sites 
and  Mrs.  Chandler.  The  day  schools  are  taught  by  native  women,  grad- 
uates of  the  boarding  school,  but  superintended  by  the  Misses  Woolston, 
and  the  wives  of  the  missionaries,  who  direct  the  studies  and  hold  examina- 
tions. Since  the  organization  of  the  Conference  the  schools  are  to  be 
worked  on  a  new  basis.  Miss  W.  writes  :  "  We  hope  the  time  is  not  far 
distant  when  they  will  consider  it  a  favor  to  be  taught,  instead  of  confer- 
ring a  favor  by  allowing  themselves  to  be  instructed."  ;The  following  is  the 
report  of  the  Boarding  School  : 

GIRLS'  BOARDING  SCHOOL. 

We  copy  the  following  from  the  report  at  hand  :  "  It  is  our  constant 
purpose  to  train  the  girls  so  that  in  leaving  school  they  may  be  fitted  to 
teach  others  as  they  have  been  taught.  At  the  present  time  eight  of  the 
old  scholars  are  teaching  day  schools,  and  one  is  studying  medicine.  In 
the  early  summer  one  little  girl,  a  foundling,  who  had  been  ill  a  long  time, 
entered  into  rest.  A  few  days  later  the  oldest  of  the  foundlings  was 
married  to  one  of  the  native  preachers,  and  left  at  once  for  her  husband's 
station,  two  hundred  miles  away.  She  is  a  girl  of  considerable  force  of 
character,    and  we    hope    may  do    much    toward   bringing    many   of   her 
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countrywomen  to  the  Truth.  Ting  Tieng  Kiong — 'W'ilhelmina  Ryan — has 
finished  her  term  of  years.  Her  friends  oppose  her  in  all  her  efforts 
to  be  a  Christian,  but  we  hope  to  see  the  fruit  of  our  labors  after 
many  days.  Wong-Yen-Tie  was  prevented  from  coming  back  after  the 
holidays  by  sickness  and  death  in  her  family.  Four  new  scholars  have 
taken  the  place  of  these,  so  the  number  (31)  remains  the  same  as  last  year. 
Since  the  holidays  the  girls  have  been  trying  to  be  polite  and  obedient, 
and  have  succeeded  in  a  good  degree.  For  children,  they  are  very  thor- 
ough in  Scripture  knowledge,  and  can  find  many  passages  as  soon  as  named. 
A  few  weeks  since  six  were  received  into  church  ;  four  others  applied  for 
admission,  but  it  Avas  thought  best  for  them  to  wait  till  they  could  consult 
with  their  friends.  For  the  last  six  years  we  have  had  a  Christian  teacher, 
whose  example  and  influence  have  been  salutary,  though,  like  all  Chinese 
teachers,  he  has  not  the  firmness  we  could  wish.  The  girls  are  very  fond 
of  the  Child's  Paper  (printed  for  the  last  three  years  in  the  Foochow  Col- 
loquial), and  it  has  been  one  great  means  of  waking  them  up,  and  help- 
ing them  to  think.

Mrs.  Plumb  writes  :  "We  have  also  made  out  a  course  of  regular  study 
for  the  Bible  women,  such  as  they  have  never  had.  Miss  Fielde  of  Swa- 
tow,  who  has  charge  of  the  Bible  women  there,  made  us  a  visit  in  the  early 
summer  ;  and  hearing  of  her  success,  and  her  methods  for  achieving  that 
success,  gives  us  more  faith  in  the  woman's  work  than  ever  before." 

Mrs.  Sites  writes  that  she  made  a  visit  to  the  Hinghwa  District,  exam- 
ining the  schools,  and  holding  a  week  of  meetings  with  the  Bible  women  for 
their  instruction.  As  these  women  talked,  read  and  prayed  together,  I  found 
their  great  wish  was,  ''''^.Teach  us .'  Devise  some  plan  for  our  better  instruc- 
tion, that  we  may  have  a  large  and  varied  store  from  which  to  dispense  to 
our  heathen  sisters,  according  to  their  circumstances  and  ability,  these  sav- 
ing truths,  which  alone  can  redeem  their  souls  from  death  !  '  " 
^  •'V  The  following  plan  for  their  instruction  has  been  adopted  by  all  the 
~fA^  Mission  : 

I.  That  the  preacher  in  charge  where  the  Bible  Woman  resides  give  one 
hour  every  Thursday  in  explaining  to  her  what  she  has  learned  through  the 
week.  And  it  is  of  special  importance  that  he  should  at  the  outset  teach 
her  the  Catechism,  taking  it  section  by  section,  and  so  explain  its  meaning 
that  she  may  thoroughly  understand  all  its  doctrines  and  ordinances,  and 
may  be  able  to  tell  it  to  others. 
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2.  That  the  Bible  Women  of  Hinghwa  District  come  together  at 
Hinghwa  City,  for  a  month  at  a  time  twice  each  year,  for  instruction  by 
the  preacher  in  charge  of  the  Hinghwa  Circuit ;  and  that  it  be  the  duty  of 
the  Presiding  Elder  of  the  District,  and  of  this  preacher,  to  examine  and 
report  at  the  close  of  each  of  these  semi-annual  meetings  the  progress 
and  ability  of  each  Bible  Woman. 

3.  That  each  Deaconess  be  required  to  make  a  Quarterly  Report  of  the 
work  she  has  done,  to  the  Quarterly  Conference,  and  the  Fourth  Quarterly 
Conference  each  year  recommend  to  the  Mission  her  continuance  or  dis- 
continuance in  the  work. 

4.  That  the  first  semi-annual  examination  for  those  who  are  just  entering 
upon  the  work  be  on  the  Hymns  and  Catechism  ;  second  semi-annual,  the 
four  Gospels  and  tract  on  Faith  ;  third  semi-annual,  Bible  Picture  Book, 
Acts  and  Romans  ;  fourth  semi-annual,  Daniel,  Psalms,  Ruth  and  Reve- 
lation.' " 

The  following  letter,  written  by  one  of  the  Bible  Readers,  will  give  an 
intelligent  idea  of  their  plan  of  work.  It  is  by  Ting  Eng  Ang,  and  is  dated 
at  Lung  Kio  Village,  December,  1877.  She  says  :  "  My  plan  has  been  to  go 
out  four  days  in  the  week,  traveling  from  one  to  fifteen  //  a  day.  As  I  go 
I  endeavor  to  speak  such  words  and  read  such  Scripture  as  is  best  suited 
to  the  circumstances  and  understanding  of  the  people  I  meet.  Sometimes 
rain  and  wind  detain  me  away  from  home  over  night,  and  I  find  lodging  in 
the  house  of  a  friend  or  a  stranger.  Many  people  ask  me  questions  about 
the  Saving  Doctrine,  and  many  ask  me  questions  of  no  importance ;  but  I 
answer  as  Paul,  '  For  I  determined  not  to  know  anything  among  you 
save  Jesus  Christ,  and  him  crucified.'  I  meet  both  good  and  bad,  but  our 
evil  customs  can  never  all  be  told.  Some  people  are  pleased  to  listen,  but 
have  no  heart  to  believe ;  some  scold  and  rail  at  me  in  my  presence  and 
others  behind  my  back;  some  wonder  greatly  to  hear  a  woman  explain  the 
book  and  teach  doctrine ;  others  say  I  am  a  good  woman,  and  yet  more 
that  I  am  worthless  creature,  who  has  neither  idols  nor  ancestors.  How 
much  like  this  was  the  Saviour  treated  !  Some  saying  that  he  was  a  good 
man,  and  others  crying  out  '  Crucify  him  ! '  I  have  read  in  Matthew,  '  If 
they  have  called  the  master  of  the  house  of  Beelzebub,  how  much  more 
they  of  his  household.' '  And  I  often  think  my  work  is  just  like  the  Sav- 
ior's Parable  of  the  Sower.  I  often  ask  women  to  let  me  pray  with  them  ; 
sometimes  they  refuse.  On  some  occasions  while  we  pray  all  are  quiet,  and 
again  some  loudly  laugh;  a  few  run  into  their  rooms,  and  a  few  out  of  doors — 
just  as  Isaiah  said  in  his  vision,  '  They  hear,  but  understand  not ;  they  see, 
but  perceive  not.'     But   I   can   never  write  you  all.     Tell  the  Sisters  in 
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America  never  to  cease  to  pray  for  me,  until  I  la.y  down  the  cross  to  take 
up  the  crown.  That  we  may  all  meet  in  heaven,  and  wear  the  crown 
immortal  is  my  heart's  desire." 

Mrs.  Baldwin,  and  indeed  all  the  missionary  ladies  of  our  church  in 
Foochow,  have  rendered  most  efficient  service  to  the  Society  in  superin- 
tending and  looking  after  its  interests,  and  in  writing  to  the  ladies  at  home 
full  and  interesting  accounts  of  the  work.  Many  of  these  letters  have 
appeared  in  the  Heathen  IVoman's  Friend. 

NORTH  CHINA.— PEKING. 

MISSIONARIES. 
Miss  Marv  Q.  Porter,  Miss  C.  Cushman. 

At  the  beginning  of  our  missionary  year.  May,  1877,  our  missionary  force 
in  this  city  was  Miss  L.  A.  Campbell,  in  charge  of  the  School,  and  Miss 
L.  Combs,  M.  D.,  in  charge  of  the  medical  work.  In  July,  Miss  Howard, 
M.  D.,  reached  the  Mission,  and  in  November,  Miss  Mary  Q.  Porter 
returned  from  the  United  States,  where  she  had  spent  a  few  months  in 
recruiting  her  health.  Just  before  her  return.  Dr.  Combs  left  Peking,  and 
only  three  remained  in  the  Mission  May  i,  1878. 

The  sudden  death  of  Miss  Campbell  on  May  18,  leaves  but  two  worn  and 
weary  workers  to  prosecute  the  work.  Miss  C.  Cushman  goes  to  reinforce 
the  work. 

THE  SCHOOL. 

Throughout  the  year  the  School  has  been  in  a  good  condition.  It  closes 
with  twenty-two  scholars.  During  Miss  Porter's  absence  in  America,  Mrs. 
Davis  rendered  valuable  assistance  in  the  School,  the  four  oldest  girls  reciting 
to  her  daily  in  Bible  history  and  arithmetic.  The  examination,  a  public  one 
held  in  June,  1877,  proved  the  condition  of  the  School  to  be  eminently  sat- 
isfactory. The  average  standing  of  girls  in  their  various  studies  "97I,  the 
visitors  being  the  judges." 

The  physical,  mental  and  spiritual  needs  of  these  twenty-two  girls  are 
carefully  studied  by  their  teachers,  who  see  in  them  the  christian  women 
who  shall  help  in  no  small  degree  to  bring  their  countrywomen  to  the  "  True 
Light." 

In  the  last  report,  dated  March  31st,  1878,  Miss  Campbell  says  :  "In  our 
observation  of  the  character  of  each  of  our  girls,  we  find  many  traits  that 
are  hopeful,  while  some  others  would  be  very  discouraging,  did  we  not 
remember  the  "pit  from  which  they  have  been  digged."  We  think  several 
of  them  are  trying  to  live  Christian  lives,  and  I  think  if  even  the  youngest 
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child  in  school  should  be  accused  of  not  being  one  of  Christ's  disciples,  she 
would  think  herself  a  very  much  abused  little  girl.  Little  acts  of  benevo- 
lence on  the  part  of  some  give  us  hope  that  avarice,  the  darling  sin  of  the 
Chinee,  is  being  overcome  by  the  power  of  the  Holy  Spirit.  The  School 
prayer  meeting  is  still  well  sustained  by  the  older  girls. 

THE   WORK  AMONG  THE    WOMEN. 

This  is  still  zealously  prosecuted.  From  the  establishment  of  the 
Mission  the  importance  of  bringing  the  adult  women  under  the  influence 
of  the  Gospel  has  been  fully  appreciated.  Four  have  been  under  daily 
instruction  during  the  year  ;  two  only  remained  at  the  last  report.  A  weekly 
prayer  meeting  is  held  for  all  who  will  attend.  Three  women  have  recently 
been  received  into  full  connection  into  the  Church  after  a  probation  of 
nine  months.  An  Auxiliary  to  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society 
was  organized  more  than  two  years  since,  and  is  well  sustained.  The  ladies 
of  the  Mission,  native  women  and  some  of  the  School  girls  are  members  of 
this  auxiliary.  Forty-one  dollars  and  forty  cents  were  reported  as  their 
'receipts  for  the  year  ending  August,  1877.  The  money  was  used  to  assist  a 
very  interesting  woman  who  comes  several  hundreds  of  miles  to  receive 
instructions  in  the  doctrines  of  Christianity,  stays  a  few  months  in  the  care 
of  Mrs.  Davis,  and  then  returns  to  impart  to  her  neighbors  the  truth  she 
has  learned. 

THE  ''SOUTHERN  CITY"    WORK. 

This  work  was  commenced  by  Miss  Porter  and  Miss  Brown  soon  after 
their  arrival  in  Peking.  It  was  prosecuted  with  earnestness,  but  yielded 
little  fruit  and  was  for  a  time  abandoned.  In  the  report  of  December,  1877, 
Miss  Porter  writes  : 

"We  have  put  ourselves  into  the  Southern  City  Work  in  full  force.  Miss 
Campbell  and  Miss  Dr.  Howard  go  on  Tuesday  of  each  week  ;  the  former 
teaching  the  company  collected  for  treatment  from  Dr.  Howard,  or  through 
motives  of  curiosity  or  interest.  We  have  a  school  for  half  a  day  each 
Friday.  Girls  and  women  recite  lessons  committed  to  memory,  and  receive 
a  few  cents  for  perfect  recitation.  The  Friday  meeting  averages  about 
eighteen.  The  Friday  school  roll  contains  seventeen  names..  Quite  a 
number  attend  both  Tuesday  and  Friday  meetings,  and  several  come  into 
sabbath-school  in  the  same  place.  There  is  almost  nothing  to  show  for 
several  years'  hard  work  in  the  Southern  city,  but  we  hope  our  present 
plans  may,  with  God's  blessing,  accomplish  what  has  never  been  accom- 
plished heretofore." 
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The  last  report  speaks  briefly,  but  encouragingly,  of  this  effort.  "  The 
work  in  the  Southern  City  is  cheering.  The  Friday  afternoon  school  con- 
tinues to  grow  in  members  and  interest." 

MEDICAL    WORK. 

This  has  been  carried  on  efficiently  and  continues  to  be  the  means  for 
reaching  many  who  could  not  be  otherwise  reached.  One  of  the  little  girls 
in  the  boarding-school  was  brought  in  through  Dr.  Howard's  influence. 

The  work  of  the  last  quarter  was  eminently  satisfactory.  Five  hundred 
and  sixty-seven  patients  received  treatment  at  the  Hospital,  to  many  of 
whom  the  Great  Physician  who  giveth  healing  to  the  sin-sick  soul,  has  been 
presented  for  the  first  time.  There  were  but  three  in-patients  for  the  three 
months  ;  one  of  these  joined  the  Church  on  probation.  The  second  was  a 
christian  before  coming,  and  the  third  expresses  a  strong  desire  to  know  the 
truth. 

Religious  services  are   held  every  evening  in   one  of  the  wards.     The 

reports  adds,  "  The  number  of  patients  treated  at  the  dispensary  in  the 

vSouthern  City  is  one  hundred  and  sixty-one,  every  one  of  whom  has  come* 

into  our  meeting  and  proved   an   attentive  listener."     Miss  Porter  writes, 

/\J'If  Dr.  Howard  is  reinforced  you  will  have  a  prosperous  work  here." 

'^  SABBATH-SCHOOL. 

[  jThis  brief  report  of  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  in  North 

'Chma,»  should  not  close  without  mention  of  this  department  of  the  common 
work.  *A11  the  missionaries  are  brought  together  here  and  unite  in  making 
the  School  a  prosperous  one.  Miss  Porter's  report  contains  the  following  : 
"  The  Sabbath-school  in  the  mission  compound  is  one  of  the  most  inter- 
esting features  of  the  whole  work.  Through  it  many  women  and  girls  are 
brought  within  sound  of  the  Gospel  message  who  otherwise  would  not  hear 
it.  Miss  Campbell  has  a  class  of  girls  and  women  from  the  neighborhood. 
Sometimes  almost  none  are  present,  but  often  the  class  is  large.  Mrs. 
Davis'  class  are  women  in  the  employ  of  the  Missionaries.  Some  are 
Christians.  Mrs.  Walker  and  I  take  the  school  girls.  Dr.  Howard  watches 
the  others,  waiting  for  the  time  when  she  also  may  have  a  class.  There  are 
several  classes  taught  by  the  gentlemen.  Their  pupils  quite  outnumber 
ours.     We  are  proud  of  our  Sabbath-school."  ; 

When  we  remember  how  recent  is  the  work  of  our  Church  in  North 
China,  we  shall  be  led  to  rejoice  that  so  much  has  been  accomplished.

MISSIONARIES. 
Miss  G.  Howe.  Miss  L.  Hoag. 

The  Society  has  two  Missionaries  in  this  station,  Miss  G.  Howe  and 
Miss  L.  Hoag,  who  have  had  charge  of  the  work  since  its  commencement 
in  1872.  The  boarding-school  here  numbers  thirty-one  pupils,  and  with 
the  five  orphans,  thirty-six  girls  are  in  our  charge,  some  of  whom  have  been 
with  us  for  five  years,  and  six  have  made  a  profession  of  Christianity.  Mrs. 
Stritmater  teaches  a  class,  and  beside  the  missionaries  Mrs.  Tong  and  Mrs. 
Foo  assist.  Great  need  is  felt  for  another  missionary  to  look  after  the 
Bible-readers  and  take  general  oversight  of  visiting  in  the  homes,  leaving 
Miss  Howe  and  Miss  Hoag  to  give  their  entire  time  to  the  boarding-school. 

Miss  Howe  writes  :  "  In  numbers  I  know  of  no  older  school  in  China 
that  excels  us,  and  no  other  of  the  same  age  that  has  our  number."  Also, 
"  It  would  do  you  good  to  see  how  much  our  school  girls  have  improved, 
They  become  much  attached  to  their  school,  and  in  the  summer  those  who 
returned  to  their  homes  for  vacation  would  give  their  people  no  rest  until 
they  were  brought  back.  One  girl  aged  sixteen  returned  a  few  days  since, 
saying  her  friends  were  busy  at  harvest  and  could  not  bring  her  back  at 
first,  but  she  told  them  we  would  think  she  had  deceived  us  and  was  not 
coming  back,  and  insisted  so  earnestly  that  they  brought  her.  She  says  she 
and  her  old  grandmother  used  to  pray  together  whenever  they  could  get  a 
([uiet  place  to  be  alone,  and  the  old  woman  was  very  glad  to  learn  to  trust 
in  God." 

The  school  at  Kung  Lung  numbers  ten  pupils.  "  The  girls  here  are 
dirty  and  have  no  change  of  garments,  but  we  can  only  provide  them  food," 
says  the  missionary.  This  work  needs  re-enforcing.  We  need  women  to 
engage  in  work  for  women,  to  teach  and  to  entertain  those  who  come  to  the 
Mission-house,  to  go  to  their  homes  and  become  acquainted  with  them,  and 
to  teach  the  women  who  are  members  of  the  Church.  Thus  the  field 
widens. 
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MISSION  ARIKS.

Jajnin  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  mission  fields  in  the  world,  and 
appeals  to  the  Women's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  for  help  to  educate  and 
Christianize  the  \vomen4;"The  Society  has  in  Tokio  a  boarding  and  day- 
school.  In  Y«koliama  a' day-school  and  one  Bibl^reader  are  employed. 
Mii?^  Schoonmaker  was  sent  to  Tokio  in  1874,  and  iSfiss  \VTiiting  joined  her 
in  1876.  The  school  in  Tokio  now  has  twenty-one  boarclersand  eleven  day 
scholars.  At  first  the  girls  received  were  of  a  class  able  and  willing  to  pay 
their  tuition,  but  the  condition  of  the  poor  weighed  so  heavily  upon  the  minds 
of  Miss  S.  and  her  associate,  Miss  W.,  that  they  determined  to  care  for  the 
girls  from  this  class,  even  though  the  others  must  be  dismissed.  These 
girls  are  under  bonds  to  remain  in  the  school  from  four  to  six  years,  and 
two  years  thereafter  as  assistants,  if  desired.  They  receive  instruction  in 
Japanese  and  English,  the  Bible  and  catechism  being  a  prominent  part  of 
each  day's  study.  The  girls  who  pay  their  own  tuition  do  not  object  to  this 
new  element  in  the  school,  so  the  two  classes  work  harmoniously  side  by 
side.  The  building,  although  erected  only  two  years  ago,  is  already  too 
small  for  the  accommodation  of  the   pujjils. 

Rev.  Mr.  Soper,  missionary  at  Tokio  says  :  "  These  devoted  and  earnest 
workers  deserve  all  the  hel])  and  encouragement  they  receive,  and  much 
more.  In  sjjite  of  difficulties  and  discouragements  they  have  succeeded  in 
establishing  one  of  the  largest  and  most  flourishing  boarding  schools  in 
Tokio."  The  school  employs  three  native  teachers  in  the  Japanese  literary 
department,  one  in  the  English,  and  two  in  the  sewing  department,  and  one 
Bible  woman. 

Miss  S.  writes  :  '"I'here  ne\er  has  been  in  the  school  so  great  a  spirit  of 
interest  in  the  Bible,  so  evident  a  desire  to  understand  the  truth  as  now. 
Oh,  you  don't  know  what  an  amount  of  work  there  is  to  be  done  here. 
My  poor  pen,  or  rather  the  poor  ability  of  the  one  who  wields  that  pen,  is 
(juite  inadequate  to  the  task  of  trying  to  set  forth  vividly  and  well  the  great 
need  of  more  workers.     Tokio  must  have  two  more  women  next  vear.     We 
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have  talked,  thought  and  prayed  so  much  about  it  that  we  feel  we  must 
have  them.  Tell  the  people  at  home  how  it  is  ;  tell  them  how  positive  is 
the  need  ;  bid  them  remember  that  the  Roman  Catholic  church  is  estab- 
lished here,  spreading  its  manifold  errors  among  the  people,  and  because  of 
its  large  force  and  unsparing  use  of  funds,  is  said  to  have  gathered  into  its 
folds  no  less  than  three  hundred  children  in  this  one  city  of  Tokio. 

"  Shall  we  who  profess  to  hold  the  truth  in  its  purity  be  less  zealous  than 
they  ?  God  forbid.  Let  us  have  the  workers  and  the  means,  and  with 
God's  help  we  will  wage  as  powerful  a  warfare  against  idolatry  and  its  vices 
as  does  papacy,  and  with  purer  weapons  and  nobler  arms." 

lln  Yokohama  the  school  was  opened  in  September  last,  with  five  girls 
and  a  Christian  teacher.  It  was  soon  closed  on  account  of  cholera  in  the 
city,  but  re-opened  after  Christmas  with  seven  girls,  and  in  February  num- 
bered nine.  A  Sunday  school  has  been  organized  in  connection  with  it. 
Mrs.  Correll  in  one  of  her  letters  says  concerning  the  school  :  "  We  did  not 
think  it  best  to  make  the  school  entirely  gratuitous,  but  require  each  scholar 
to  pay  five  cents  per  month.  '!  Recently  a  poor  patron  brought  the  teacher 
twenty-five  cents,  a  large  sum  for  a  Japanese.  She  thought  the  woman 
meant  it  for  a  gift  to  her,  and  declined  accepting  it.  '  No,  no,'  said  the 
woman,  'this  is  for  Jesus  Christ.'  This  poor  woman  had  been  giving  her 
mite  to  gods  that  hear  not,  that  know  not,  but  through  the  contributions  of 
the  Society  she  had  learned  of  the  true  and  living  God,  and  to  Him  she 
brings  her  substance."  Bishop  Wiley  visited  this  work  while  in  Japan,  and 
commends  it  most  highly,  and  urged  the  Society  to  enlarge  its  operations. 
Missionaries  have  been  appointed  to  re-inforce  the  weary  laborers  at  Tokio 
and  also  to  open  work  in  the  northern  station  of  Hakodate.  Miss  Spencer, 
Miss  Priest,  Miss  Holbrook  and  Miss  Higgins  are  under  appointment  to  our 
Japan  field. 


SOUTH    AMERICA. 


MISSIONARIES. 
Miss  J.  Chapin.  Miss  L.  B.  Denning. 

The  interest  of  our  South  America  work  is  steadily  increasing.  We  have 
two  Missionaries  in  Rosario,  Miss  I..  B.  Denning  and  Miss  Jennie  Chapin. 
They  are  improving  in  health,  though  very  much  worn  by  hard  work.  For 
months  the  school  has  demanded  their  entire  attention,  leaving  neither 
[  time  nor  strength  for  visiting  among  the  women.  Their  school  numbers  in 
all  ninety-five  scholars.  This  includes  eighty-eight  day  scholars,  four 
boarders  and  three  orphans.  The  ladies  have  succeeded  in  procuring  an 
assistant,  a  young  lady  from  California,  Miss  Churchman,  who  is  an  earnest 
worker,  and  relieves  them  greatly.  They  have  taken  into  their  home  three 
little  waifs,  which  are  the  beginning  of  an  orphanage.  On  account  of  the 
enlargement  of  their  school,  they  have  been  obliged  to  rent  a  large  house. 
The  proceeds  of  the  school  pay  the  assistant  teacher,  and  also  the  French 
and  music  teacher.;  They  have  never  had  better  prosperity.  The  Parish 
priest  helps  advertise  their  work  by  preaching  against  them,  and  warnmg 
the  mothers  against  sending  their  daughters  to  such  a  school.  These  ladies 
need  reinforcements,  so  that  they  may  extend  their  work. 

Miss  Chapin  writes  of  her  school,  "  It  is  a  great  success,  greater  than 
we  had  hoped.  We  have  prayed  for  open  doors,  and  for  work,  and  our 
prayers  have  been  heard.  We  are  now  praying  for  the  salvation  of  these 
children  committed  to  our  care,  and  I  am  sure  God  will  hear.  The  ele- 
ments of  success  are  multiplying  in  this  great  work,  and  we  trust  the  Society 
has  taken  here  a  firm  hold."

CITY  OF  MEXICO.

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JMission  work  was  commenced  by  our  Church  in  Me.xico  in  1872.  The 
Woman's  Foreign  Mission  Society  entered  the  field  in-i-§f4.  It  has  work  in 
three  stations — Mexico  City,  Pachuca  and  Amecca  Mecca. 

Four  Missionaries  have  been  sent  to  this  field,  viz..  Miss  Hastings,  Miss 
Warner,  Miss  Ogden  and  Miss  Swaney.  Miss  Warner  and  Miss  Ogden  have 
returned  home  on  account  of  health.  Miss  Mulliner  is  under  appointment 
to  this  work.  Mrs.  Butler,  who  acted  as  Treasurer  of  the  Society,  for  some 
time,  has  aided  in  this  good  work.  The  Orphanage  for  Mexican  girls  in  the 
City  of  Mexico  has  been  under  the  care  of  Miss  Warner  during  the  past  year. 
The  number  of  boarding  pupils  is  forty-three.  One  has  died  during  the  year, 
an4  one  has  been  removed.  The  number  of  day  scholars  is  ten,  seven  of 
whom  pay  for  tuition.  The  girls  have  made  commendable  progress  both 
in  school  and  in  learning  about  household  duties.  The  work  of  making 
them  responsible  and  self-reliant  progresses  slowly,  yet  they  do  advance. 
Considerable  attention  has  been  given  to  music,  orthography  and  sewing. 
Miss  W.  says,  "  I  have  tried  to  give  my  personal  supervision  to  everything 
except  the  cooking."  Also,  "The  religious  interest  of  the  School  is  good, 
considering  the  circumstances,  though  the  progress  in  sincerity,  truthful- 
ness and  vital  piety,  to  one  working  untiringly  and  trying  to  wait  patiently 
for  results,  is  very  slow.'' 

Evening  prayers  are  conducted  by  the  children,  though  their  teachers 
are  usually  present.  Since  Miss  Warner's  return,  Miss  Swaney  has  taken 
chage  of  this  work,  and  writes  most  encouragingly  in  regard  to  it. 

PACHUCA. 

A  new  school-house  and  home  have  been  built  by  the  Society  in  Pachuca, 
and  are  now  occupied  by  Miss  Hastings.  The  School  now  numbers  sixty- 
four  pupils,  of  whom  fifty  are  Mexicans,  and  fourteen  English.  A  Bible 
woman  is  also  employed,  and  has  distributed  about  eighty  books  and  tracts, 
the  greater  part  having  ben  sold.     She  has  made  ninety-eight  visits. 
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Miss  H.  writes,  "The  poverty  of  this  population,  as  well  as  the  great 
amount  of  sickness,  make  it  impossible  to  bring  the  School  up  to  a  desirable 
standard.  Our  greatest  obstacle  here  is  the  blind  superstition  of  the  women. 
I  find  but  few  mothers  who  can  rea^.  The  state  furnishes  opportunities  for 
the  education  of  boys,  but  very  little  is  done  for  girls,  and  many  through 
poverty  and  laziness  refuse  to  accept  that  little.  We  had  a  very  sweet  little 
prayer-meeting  in  our  School-room  this  week,  and  I  feel  the  Lord  is  leading  us 
with  a  loving  hand.  I  am  sure  the  word  of  God  is  taking  root  in  the  hearts 
of  these  girls,  as  well  as  in  those  of  the  orphans  in  the  city  of  Mexico,  and 
that  from  both  these  schools  blessed  influences  will  go  out  which  shall  not 
cease  to  work  till  the  whole  lump  shall  be  leavened.  Only  let  the  women  of 
Mexico  be  taught  to  read  the  Bible,  and  think  for  themselves,  and  the  power 
of  priestcraft  will  be  forever  broken.  My  heart  is  bound  very  closely  to 
these  Mexican  girls  and  women." 

A  ME  CCA  MECCA. 

The  work  in  this  station  is  remarkable.  A  Bible  reader  and  school  here 
give  grand  returns  for  the  money  invested.  We  have  no  statistics  of  the 
numbers  in  school,  but  a  general  statement  of  marked  interest  and  increase 
in  all  departmentsj  Dr.  Dashiell,  one  of  the  missionary  secretaries  of  the 
Parent  Board,""wno  visited  Mexico  during  the  past  year,  made  a  statement 
before  the  Executive  Meeting  in  regard  to  the  Society's  work  in  that  country, 
and  commended  it  most  highly,  referring  in  an  enthusiastic  manner  to  the 
work  of  the  Bible  reader  in  Amecca  Mecca.  He  urged  the  Society  to  make 
'jnlarged  appro])riations  for  this  work  in  Mexico. 


ITABY. 


(The  first  appropriation  for  this  Mission  was  made  at  the  General  Execu- 
tive Committee  Meeting  in  MinneapoHs,  May,  1877. 

A  very  urgent  request  was  at  that  time  received  from  Dr.  Vernon,  the 
Superintendent  of  the  Mission,  setting  forth  the  needs  of  the  work  and 
pleading  for  assistance.  His  reasons  for  desiring  help  were  very  forcibly 
presented,  and  the  Committee  responded  by  making  appropriations  for  five 
Bible  readers,  to  be  stationed  where  the  mission  should  most  need  their 
services. 

Under  date  of  August  6,  Dr.  Vernon  wrote,  "  I  am  happy  to  say  that 
two  of  these  are  already  at  work,  having  cheerfully,  even  joyfully  embraced 
the  opportunity  to  consecrate  all  their  strength  and  service,  as  well  as  their 
hearts,  to  the  Saviour.  These  are  Signora  Aurelia  Conversi  in  Rome,  and 
Signora  Carolina  in  Venice  ;  and  I  am  persuaded  they  will  prove  faithful 
and  efficient  workers."  One  other  was  employed  before  the  close  of  the 
yearj 

Mrs.  Vernon's  report,  April  8th,  of  the  work  of  Mrs.  Conversi  in  Rome, 
shows  the  valuable  aid  being  rendered  by  these  women  to  the  cause  of 
Christ.     She  says  : 

"Mrs.  Conversi  has  been  employed  as  Bible  reader  under  the  auspices 
of  your  vSociety  since  August  ist,  1877,  and  gives  her  entire  time  to  such 
duties.  Her  labors  are  varied.  She  daily  visits  the  homes  and  haunts  of  the 
people,  carrying  always  a  small  quantity  of  testaments  and  tracts,  adroitly 
seizing  every  occasion  and  opportunity  to  teach  the  one  great  truth  so 
grateful  to  every  human  heart,  the  full,  free,  unmerited  love  of  Christ.  She 
rarely  fails  of  getting  a  hearing,  and  winning  over  the  roughest  characters 
to  respectful  attention. 

"  Her  personal  experience  of  the  saving  power  of  the  truth  in  Christ 
makes  her  ever  welcome  among  the  sick  and  afflicted,  where  she  goes  with 
words  of  cheer,  and  comfort  and  prayer.  She  visits  the  cafes,  drinking 
places,  etc.;  and  her  journal,  which  she  brings  as  a  monthly  report,  is  full 
of  conversations  and  disputations  at  different  times  and  places,  with  various 
persons.  She  conquers  in  so  far  that  they  generally  acknowledge  she  is 
right. 
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"The  truth  is  thus  scattered  broadcast  ;  the  harvest  is  slow  in  maturing, 
but  the  fruit  does  and  will  appear." 

The  work  of  the  other  Bible  readers  is  of  a  similar  character,  with 
similar  results.  It  is  a  small  beginning,  but  the  blessing  of  Ciod  rests  upon 
it,  and  we  expect  to  see  fulfilled  the  words  of  Dr.  Vernon  in  his  appeal  for 
help.  "There  is  a  broad  margin  here  where  only  ladies  can  work — at  least, 
judiciously  and  with  security,  and  I  believe  your  labors  would  reach  rich 
realms  and  interests  intangible  to  us  ;  would  carry  fuller  spirituality  and 
faith  into  the  houses,  the  sheltered  quarters  of  our  work  in  this  mission  of 
truth  and  grace  in  the  land  of  hearty  loud  song." 


AFRICA. 

[Atthe  Executive  meeting  of  the  Society,  held  in  Minneapolis^  measures 
were  proposed  looking  to  the  establishment  of  work  in  Africa.  For  this 
purpose  five  hundred  dollars  were  appropriated.  During  the  year  the  official 
correspondent  conferred  with  Bishop  Haven  and  Rev.  Mr.  Gracey,  after 
their  return  from  Africa,  also  with  persons  of  that  country  in  regard  to  open- 
ing schools  for  girls  and  women.  It  was  decided  that  the  only  satisfactory 
way  would  be  to  send  a  woman  from  this  country,  who  should  be  able  to 
plan  and  carry  on  the  work.  It  is  hoped  that  during  the  coming  )»ear  this 
may  be  done.  That  the  demand  of  the  most  imperative  kind  exists  there 
can  be  no  doubt,  and  when  it  becomes  more  defined  we  expect  to  send  the 
supply. 

\  Heroically,  Brothers  Osgood  and  Bovard,  have  gone  forth  to  penetrate 
the  interior  and  plant  amid  its  wilds  the  standard  of  the  cross,  while 
Brother  Kellogg  rehabilitates  the  Monrovia  Seminary,  and  thus  gives  afresh 
an  inspiration  to  education  in  Liberia.  There  is  nothing  more  manifest  to 
intelligent  Liberians  than  that  the  path  of  permanent  power  and  prosperity 
for  that  country,  is  by  alliance  and  inter-marriage  with  the  native  tribes,  an 
absolute  requisite  of  which  is  that  these  native  girls  be  educated.  This 
too  is  a  path  for  the  evangelization  of  these  contiguous  tribes  to  Liberia. 
A  great  and  effectual  door  must  ere  long  be  open  to  our  Society  in  this 
"dark  land."  These  brethern  are  our  advanced  guard,  and  we  hope  yet  to 
send  through  our  Society  women  of  like  spirit  to  do  our  distinctive  and 
most  needful  work,  that  of  the  Christian  training  of  degraded,  enslaved 
African  womanhood. 

Fifteen  hundred  dollars  was  appropriated  to  Africa  by  the  Executive 
Committee  this  year,  which  will  be  used  as  opportunity  offers.  1 


BULGARIA, 


Our  work  in  Bulgaria  has  been  seriously  interrupted  up  by  the  Turko- 
Russian  war.  Just  before  leaving  for  America,  Superintendent  Flocken 
wrote  of  Magdalena  Eliff,  one  of  the  Bible  readers,  that  she  was  well  and 
safe,  but  unable  to  do  anything  in  her  work.  Catharine  Ivanoff  was  with 
friends  in  SaniakofF.  The  school  was  suspended,  but  her  native  place, 
Orchania,  was  so  unsafe,  she  would  not  return  home.  Clara  Proctor  was 
obliged  to  suspend  her  school,  but  otherwise  she  was  able  to  do  much  good 
among  the  women,  and  often  found  opportunity  to  read  to  and  exhort  the 
Russian  soldiers  that  were  quartered  in  the  houses  of  the  families  she  had 
been  visiting. 

Thristika  Zodoroff  escaped  also  from  the  Loftcha  massacre  with  her 
younger  sister,  while  her  grandfather,  grandmother,  uncle,  aunt,  cousin,  two 
other  church  members,  and  our  native  preacher  were  killed.  When  the  two 
girls  came  back  to  the  house  from  the  vineyards,  where  they  had  hidden, 
they  found  all  these  friends  lying  dead.  The  girls  are  now  with  their 
uncle,  the  native  preacher  of  Orchania. 

]VIr.  Flocken  asked  permission  to  use  the  funds  he  had  in  hand,  that 
could  not  be  applied  to  our  work,  in  taking  care  of  the  orphans  of  the 
preachers  and  members  who  were  killed  in  the  war.  The  New  York 
Branch  granted  him  permission  to  do  so,  and  he  also  used  ^74  of  the 
Northwestern  Branch  appropriation  for  the  same  purpose. 

*  Since  writing  the  above,  Mr.  Flocken  has  returned  to  Bulgaria,  and  hopes  soon  to  reorganize  our  work. 


MEDICAL    WORK 


This  has  been  a  very  marked  and  successful  part  of  the  work  carried  on 
by  our  Society.  Medical  agencies  are  acknowledged  to  be  amongst  the 
most  effective  for  reaching  the  women  of  heathendom.  Throughout 
China  and  India  a  European  physician  is  never  called  to  see  a  native 
woman,  suffering  from  any  disease  peculiar  to  woman.  The  doctors  of 
India  are  the  native  hakeems,  who  are  ignorant  of  medical  science  and 
surgery.  Besides  these,  there  exists  a  numerous  class  of  native  nurses,  who  are 
virtually  all  the  sick  women  of  India  have  for  doctors  in  their  own  homes. 
These  native  nurses  are  ignorant,  meddlesome  and  immoral.  The  death- 
rate  amongst  Indian  women  and  children  is  enormous,  and  they  need  good 
medical  advice,  which,  on  account  of  their  jjeculiar  customs,  can  only  be 
given  by  women.  India  and  China,  with  their  nearly  four  hundred  millions 
of  women,  need  women  medical  missionaries.  They  will  be  welcomed  and 
blessed  for  their  work,  and  many  homes,  now  dark,  will  be  lighted  up  through 
their  labors,  with  the  knowledge  of  Him  who  is  the  Light  of  the  world.  The 
Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  in 
1869  sent  the  first  female  medical  missionary  ever  sent  to  Asia.  Since  then 
the  work  has  taken  a  deep  hold  on  the  people.  The  Society  has  sent  out 
eight  medical  missionaries.  These  have  done  efficient  work  in  Bareilly  and 
Moradabad,  India,  and  in  Peking,  Kiukiang  and  Foo-Chow,  China. 

INDIA. 

BAREILL  Y. 

The  work  here  has  been  carried  on  with  increasing  interest  and  profit. 
The  number  of  cases  prescribed  for  at  the  Dispensary  during  the  morning 
hours  has  been  1,984.  Of  these  the  majority  were  Hindoos.  Miss  Green, 
M.  D.,  in  charge  of  the  medical  work,  wrote  :  "  Many  high-caste  women  come 
to  us  now  who  would  never  visit  the  (zeneral  Dispensary,  so  that  we  see  the 
results  of  a  zenana  dispensary  extend  to  a  class  of  women  who  would  other- 
wise suffer  in  silence,  or  be  delivered  over  to  the  '  charms  '  of  superstitious 
and  ignorant  'hakeems.'  During  the  past  few  months  a  Bible  woman  has 
been  employed  to  read  and  talk  with  the  patients  as  they  wait  their  turn.  A 
village  woman  told  us  one  morning  that  she  had  of  her  own  accord  left  off 


idol-worship.  Rebecca,  the  faithful  assistant  of  many  years,  is  still  at  her 
post.  During  the  year  twenty-six  patients  have  been  in  the  hospital.  It  is 
difificult  sometimes  to  persuade  the  people  of  the  advantages  of  hospital 
residence.  One  young  Hindoo  girl,  whom  I  had  been  treating  without  suc- 
cess for  a  year,  after  much  coaxing  came  to  us,  remained  for  two  months, 
and  went  away  cured.  The  Hospital  buildings  and  grounds,  quite  free 
from  debt,  are  in  excellent  condition.  Twice  during  the  year  I  have  been 
called  out  of  the  station,  once  to  Shahjahanpore,  and  another  time  to  visit 
the  wife  of  a  Rajah  (prince),  living  some  distance  from  here.  I  took  an 
assistant  with  me,  and  we  were  met  at  the  train  with  considerable  pomp.  I 
prescribed  for  his  wife,  and  found  about  twenty-five  women  in  the  zanana, 
with  whom  we  talked.  As  we  sang  an  old  woman  stood  near,  the  tears  roll- 
ing down'  her  cheeks,  and  nodding  her  head  in  assent  to  the  truth  of  the 
hymn.  About  one  hundred  and  fifty  visits  have  been  made  to  patients  in 
their  homes.  The  English  government  has  furnished  us  with  a  supply  of 
medicines  and  a  few  instruments,  which,  though  by  no  means  sufficient, 
have  aided  materially  in  reducing  expenses  for  medicines.  About  6,700  pre- 
scriptions have  been  dispensed  during  the  year." 

Miss  Green  married  during  the  year  the  Rev.  Mr.  Cheney,  and  removed 
to  Nainee  Tal.  This  work  is  now  in  charge  of  Mrs.  McGrew.  It  is 
earnestly  hoped  that  Miss  Swain,  M,  D.,  who  commenced  the  work  here, 
and  who  has  been  home  on  account  of  health,  will  be  able  to  return  soon, 
and  once  more  resume  her  labors. 

MORADABAD. 

The  medical  work  has  been  carried  on  here  during  the  year,  under  the 
supervision  of  Mrs.  E.  W.  Parker,  by  Shullock,  a  native  woman,  and  two 
assistants.  Grace,  one  of  the  assistants,  supported  by  the  Clifton  Springs 
Auxiliary,  has  become  very  useful  in  compounding  and  dispensing  medi- 
cines and  in  keeping  the  dispensary  records.  She  seems  thoroughly  to  love 
her  chosen  work,  and  to  be  in  earnest  in  improving  every  opportunity  for 
increasing  her  knowledge.*  The  books  show  records  of  938  cases  and  1,408 
prescriptions.  In  addition  to  this,  the  usual  amount  of  work  has  been 
done  in  the  mission  compound. 

In  Chandausi  a  house  was  rented  for  a  dispensary,  and  Emma  Shipley 
was  established  in  it,  and  began  her  work.  For  several  months  she  had 
from  ten  to  twelve  patients  daily,  and  was  called  to  many  houses.  Lately 
she  reports  the  number  of  patients  as  very  much  diminished.  Small-pox 
of  a  virulent  type  is  prevailing  in  Chandausi,  and  has  doubtless  much  to  do 

*  Since  writing  this,  intelligence  has  been  received  of  the  death  of  Grace. 
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with  the  decreashig  numbers,  for  the  Hindoos  consider  this  disease  to  be  a 
direct  visitation  from  an  angry  goddess,  and  that  she  must  be  appeased  by- 
worship,  sacrifices  and  offerings.  Medicine  they  think  of  no  avail.  About 
three  hundred  and  fifty  patients  have  been  treated.  Emma  Shipley  is  from 
Dr.  Swain's  medical  class. 

PAORI. 

There  seems  to  be  a  good  opening  here  for  a  medical  missionary,  and 
some  preparatory  work  has  been  done,  but  as  yet  no  one  has  been  sent  to 
this  field. 

CHINA. 

PEKING. 

In  Peking  Miss  Dr.  Howard  has  been  doing  faithful  work.  Five  hundred 
and  sixty-seven  patients  received  treatment  at  the  hospital  during  the  last 
quarter.  Religious  service  has  been  held  every  evening  with  the  patients  in  the 
hospital.  One  has  recently  professed  Christ,  and  wishes  to  be  taken  into 
the  Church  on  probation.  In  the  southern  city,  where  the  work  has  been 
carried  on  only  for  a  short  time,  one  hundred  and  sixty-one  patients  have 
been  treated.  Medical  assistance  is  given  the  women  here  every  Tuesday 
after  the  prayer  meeting.  Miss  Combs,  formerly  connected  with  the  medi- 
cal work  in  Peking,  was  married  in  November  last  to  Rev.  Mr.  Strittmater, 
and  removed  to  Kiu-Kiang. 

KIU-KIANG. 

Mrs.  Strittmater  has  opened  a  dispensary  here,  and  has  attended 
patients  in  the  School,  and  has  received  some  patients  in  her  own  home. 
The  need  of  a  medical  missionary  here  has  been  long  felt,  and  she  was 
gladly  welcomed.  She  has  also  opened  a  dispensary  at  Kung-Lung,  and  is 
in  labors  abundant. 

FOOCHO  W. 

The  Medical  work  here  is  more  than  satisfactory,  under  the  management 
of  Dr.  Trask,  of  whom  Mrs.  Baldwin  writes  :  "  Men  may  call  the  foreign 
male  physician,  and  frequently  do  so,  but  not  so  with  the  women.  At  the 
opening  of  our  Woman's  Hospital  in  Foochow,  a  physician  who  had  been 
there  twenty  years  said  in  all  these  years  but  three  women  had  applied  to 
him  for  aid.  This  statement  speaks  volumes  for  the  many  sufferers  who 
are  without  relief.  But  let  the  skilled  Christian  lady  be  called,  and  she  will 
soon  do  much  to  shake  their  confidence  in  their  idols." 

She  also  says  :  "  I  think  it  is  impossible  to  open  a  wider  door  for  the 
direct  preaching  of  the  Gospel.     The  greatness  of  these  opportunities  grows 
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upon  me,  and  I  find  myself  regretting  all  the  years  of  the  past,  when  we 
have  not  had  them.  Crowds  of  women  come  from  all  directions  to  the 
dispensary,  burdened  with  sorrows,  sick  and  hopeless.  The  gods  have 
failed  them,  and  now  they  come  to  the  foreign  lady,  if,  mayhap,  they  may 
find  relief.  It  is  always  with  great  satisfaction  that  I  hear  their  happy  con- 
clusion that  the  foreign  lady  is  'ho-sung' — good-hearted." 

Miss  Trask  is  unwilling  to  write  about  her  own  part  of  the  work,  and  her 
letters  are  full  of  the  kindness  and  devotion  of  the  ladies  in  the  mission,  who 
daily  spend  hours  teaching  the  Gospel  to  those  who  come  to  her  for  medical 
help.  Its  success  arises  from  the  blessing  of  God  upon  the  united  efforts  of 
all  the  Christian  workers.  The  plea  is  urgent  that  another  medical  lady  be 
sent  to  assist  Miss  Trask,  whose  labors  far  exceed  the  strength  of  her  body. 
Her  success  in  treatment,  with  her  kind,  gentle  manner,  has  won  for  her 
the  respect  and  love  of  her  patients  and  their  friends.  The  Hospital  is  a 
fine,  commodious  building,  with  wards  for  in-patients,  nurses'  room,  drug 
room,  and  rooms  for  the  resident  physician  and  her  assistants,  and  all  other 
accommodations  necessary  for  work.     This  was  dedicated  in  May,  1877. 

As  the  inauguration  of  this  Hospital  for  Chinese  women  and  children 
was  a  most  important  event,  and  the  first  of  its  kind,  we  give  a  condensed 
history  of  the  enterprise.  In  January,  1874,  the  Methodist  Mission  at 
Foochow  asked  for  the  appointment  of  a  lady  physician  to  the  field.  The 
request  was  cordially  responded  to  by  the  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  in  November  of  the  same 
year.  Miss  Sigourney  Trask,  M.  D.,  arrived  in  Foochow.  In  1875,  the 
Mission  asked  for  an  appropriation  of  $5,000  to  buy  a  site  and  erect  a 
hospital  and  residence  for  the  physician.  This  request  was  also  readily 
granted ;  $4,000  of  the  amount  needed  being  assured  by  the  New  York 
Branch,  $500  by  the  Philadelphia  Branch,  and  $500  by  the  Baltimore 
Branch.  The  first  lot  of  ground  was  purchased,  and  work  begun  upon  the 
building  in  August,  1876.  The  building  is  ninety-eight  feet  by  fifty-seven. 
It  is  a  substantial  two-storied  house,  in  every  way  suitable  for  its  destined 
purpose.  It  contains  in  the  lower  story,  drawing-room,  library,  and  dining- 
room  for  the  resident  physician,  drug-room,  surgery,  special  ward-rootas, 
examining  room,  and  waiting  room  for  patients,  with  room  for  native  assist- 
ants. The  upper  story  contains  three  bedrooms,  connected  with  the 
physician's  residence,  two  large  ward-rooms,  bath  rooms,  rooms  for  nurses, 
etc.  Upon  the  occasion  of  the  dedication  of  this  building,  a  large  number 
of  prominent  persons  were  present,  both  European  and  natives.  Mr. 
DeLano,  U.  S.  Consul,  presided.  His  Excellency,  the  Fantai,  accompanied 
by  several  Commissioners  of  the  Fohkien  Province,  were  present.     These 
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remained  throughout  the  whole  of  the  opening  ceremony,  and  manifested 
considerable  interest  in  the  details  of  the  building,  as  also  in  its  charitable 
object.  Thus,  under  such  favorable  auspices,  was  the  medical  Avork  of  the 
Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  inaugurated  in  China. 

The  dispensary  is  open  daily  for  transient  patients.  These  come  in  large 
numbers,  so  that  the  waiting-room  is  always  filled  with  an  audience  ready  to 
hear  the  words  of  the  missionary  and  Bible  reader.  Dr.  Trask  never 
forgets  that  the  chief  object  of  her  mission  is  to  save  souls.  These  women 
come  from  all  directions  ;  they  are  burdened  with  sorrows,  sick  in  body, 
and  almost  hopeless.  Mrs.  Baldwin  visits  the  Hospital  daily,  and  talks  to 
the  patients  concerning  their  spiritual  interests,  while  Miss  Trask  administers 
to  their  physical  maladies. 

We  copy  from  the  Heathen  Woman  s  Friend  the  following  interesting 
account  of  one  of  Mrs.  Baldwin's  daily  visits  : 

"  In  this  large,  comfortable  ward  are  several  women.  Here  is  one  who  has  had  a 
portion  of  her  jaw  removed  (bone  and  teeth)  to  get  rid  of  a  bony  tumor.  It  was  a  serious 
surgical  operation,  and  we  were  anxious  about  her  a  little  while.  But  she  is  doing  well, 
and  to-day  looks  bright  and  contented,  and  interested  in  us.  Next  her  on  a  bed  is  a 
bound-footed  woman,  with  some  trouble  of  the  leg.  She  tells  us  she  is  a  Minchiang 
woman,  and  she  seems  to  know  about  our  chapels  in  that  region.  Next  are  two  women, 
one  very  wretched  looking,  lying  on  her  face,  and  as  she  lifts  her  head,  she  exclaims,  '  Now 
what  can  be  done  ?  I  can't  see  at  all ! '  The  other  woman  is  sitting  beside  her,  and  has  a 
very  unhappy  face.  Both  are  eye  cases.  We  take  our  seat  between  this  bed  and  the  next, 
on  which  is,  to  me,  the  most  pitiful  case  of  all — a  poor,  little  patient  fifteen-year-old  girl, 
small  enough  to  be  only  ten  years  old,  both  of  whose  legs  Dr.  Trask  amputated  last  Wed- 
nesday. The  suffering  of  children  is  specially  painful  to  witness.  This  child  is  a  new 
patient,  and  when  I  went  in  to  see  her  first  last  week,  she  looked  frightened,  but  to-day 
she  greets  me  with  a  smile.  Beside  her  on  the  bed  were  some  pictures  from  some  of  our 
illustrated  papers.  Although  so  small,  she  is  betrothed,  and  doubtless  has  been  for  years  ; 
and  I  doubt  not  her  mother-in-law  feels  that  she  sadly  wasted  her  substance  in  purchasing 
a  child  for  her  son  that  has  come  to  such  affliction.  She  listens  with  an  earnest  face  as  I 
tell  her,  if  she  is  good,  all  the  pain  and  trouble  will  end  with  this  world,  and  her  face  is 
positively  bright  as  I  tell  her  of  the  beautiful  home  above. 

"  Then  I  talk  to  the  rest,  generally.  The  unhappy-faced  woman  says,  '  We  people 
are  very  wretched — haven't  enough  to  eat  or  wear.'  '  Yes,'  I  answered,  '  I  know  many  are; 
I  am  very  sorry,  but  I  fear  it  is  because  you  have  never  thanked  the  One  who  alone  can 
give  you  these  things.  God  has  been  giving  you  Middle  Kingdom  people  food  and  clothing, 
sunshine  and  rain,  these  many  thousand  years,  and  instead  of  worshipping  Him  and  serving 
Him,  you  have  been  giving  your  worship  and  thanks  to  wood,  stone,  and  mud,  made  into 
images  by  men's  hands.' 

"  The  other  woman  assented,  but  the  unhappy  woman  asked  peevishly,  '  Can  you  tell 
us  what  great  affliction  will  descend  upon  us  this  year?  Floods  two  years,  and  cholera  last 
year  !  This  year  what  will  come  ? '  I  answered,  '  I  cannot  tell ;  but  this  I  do  know,  that 
the  great  and  important  thing  is  for  you  and  me  and  all  of  us  to  get  ready  for  anything 
that  may  come.'  Thus  we  talk  for  some  time.  Presently,  the  Minchiang  woman  invites 
me  to  come  and  sit  near  her.  She  has  something  to  tell  me.  I  comply  with  her  request, 
and  she  proceeds  to  tell  me  confidentially  that  she  wants  to  follow  the  doctrines,  that  there 
are  three  in  her  family,  her  husband,  their  son,  and  herself,  and  c^^n  we  give  them  any  work 
to  do  ?  I  hasten  to  assure  her  that  following  the  doctrines  is  a  work  of  the  heart  and  life, 
and  by  no  means  is  to  be  attempted  with  the  mere  hope  of  temporal  good. 

"  After  a  little  more  kindly  talk  with  her  and  the  others,  we  go  into  the  next  ward. 
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Some  of  these  women  have  been  here  for  some  weeks,  and  greet  me  very  kindly,  and  one 
(not  sick,  but  who  has  a  sick  child)  hastens  to  bring  me  a  seat.  On  the  first  bed  is  a  woman 
with  a  terribly  ulcerated  leg,  that  Dr.  Trask  first  feared  would  have  to  be  amputated  ;  but 
now  there  is  hope  that  this  will  not  be  necessary.  She  is  a  pretty,  bright  young  woman, 
with  bound  feet.  Two  of  the  women  are  here  with  sick  children.  The  mother  of  one  is 
specially  attractive  and  pretty.  She  also  has  bound  feet.  Another  woman  has  had  a  large 
tumor  removed  from  her  back.  She  is  now  nearly  well,  and  very  comfortable  and  happy 
she  looks  compared  with  what  she  did  when  she  first  came  here.  She  can  read  some,  and 
has  heard  a  good  deal  of  truth  in  these  days  at  the  hospital,  and,  I  hope,  not  in  vain.  Her 
husband  says  he  made  offerings  to  many  gods,  but  all  to  no  good,  for  his  wife. 

"  We  sit  down,  and  I  tell  them  of  our  common  parentage  in  Adam  and  Eve,  of  the 
entrance  of  sin  into  the  world,  and  of  the  One  who  can  alone  save  us  from  sin.  They 
listen  most  quietly  and  apparently  with  great  interest.  We  fill  up  an  hour  with  them,  and 
then  take  our  leave,  inviting  them  to  be  seated,  and  they  us  to  walk  slowly — the  Celestial 
good-by.     And  thus  our  morning  at  the  hospital  ends. 

"  Recently  Dr.  Trask  has  been  called  to  two  very  sad  cases.  One  a  woman  who  had 
attempted  to  commit  suicide,  because  she  had  trouble  with  her  husband.  She  had  taken 
probably  potash.  She  suffered  greatly,  and  her  mother-in-law  scolded  her  for  putting  them 
all  to  so  much  trouble.  '  And  now,'  said  she,  '  you  are  sick,  and  we'll  all  have  to  wait  on 
you  ! '  Dr.  Trask  gave  her  relief,  but  the  effect  of  what  she  had  taken  on  her  stomach  was 
very  bad,  and  may  cause  her  much  suffering  in  the  future.  The  second  case  was  of  a  nice- 
looking  young  woman  who  had  been  terribly  cut  with  a  knife  by  her  opium-smoking 
husband.  There  were  great  gashes  on  her  head  and  back.  When  Dr.  Trask  went  to  her, 
at  the  call  of  one  of  the  family,  the  others  would  not  let  her  touch  the  wounds,  and  she 
was  compelled  to  leave  without  doing  anything  for  the  poor  woman.  The  sorrows  of  the 
women  of  this  land  are  indeed  grievous,  and  they  can  only  be  lightened  by  the  incoming 
of  Christ  Himself,  who  has  said  to  all  suffering  humanity,  '  Come  unto  me,  all  ye  that  are 
weary  and  heavy  laden,  and  I  will  give  you  rest.'  " 

This  work  has  greatly  interested  many  of  the  leading  men  of  the  Em- 
pire. A  prominent  Chinese  merchant  said  to  Miss  Trask,  "  that  it  would 
be  a  great  blessing  to  the  women  of  China  if  there  was  another  hospital, 
and  many  more  ladies  engaged  in  so  good  a  work."  A  donation  of  two 
hundred  dollars  has  recently  been  received  by  Dr.  Trask  for  the  Woman's 
Hospital,  from  high  officials  of  the  Fuhkien  province.  This  came  to  her 
through  the  United  States  Consul,  and  as  it  may  be  of  interest,  we  give  the 
letter.

Fog  Chow,  May  21,  1878.      ) 
My  dear  Miss  Trask  : 

I  have  much  pleasure  in  handing  you  herewith  a  check  for  two  hundred  dollars 
($200),  which  sum  has  been  sent  to  me  at  the  instance  of  His  Excellency,  Pao  Heng, 
Acting  Governor  of  this  Province,  as  a  contribution  made  up  by  various  high  officials  of  the 
Province,  in  aid  of  the  Hospital  for  Chinese  Women,  over  which  you  so  ably  preside,  with 
the  request  that  I  should  forward  it  to  you.  It  must  be  a  source  of  gratification  to  you,  as 
it  is  to  myself,  that  the  native  authorities  take  so  lively  an  interest  in  the  good  work  in 
which  you  are  engaged.

CONSTITUTION

Article  I. — Name. 
This  Association  shall  be  called  "The  Woman's  Foreign  Missionary 

SOCIEJY  OF  THE  MeTHODIST  EPISCOPAL  ChURCH." 

.  Article  II. — Purpose. 

The  purpose  of  this  Society  is  to  engage  and  unite  the  efforts  of 
Christian  women  in  sending  female  missionaries  to  women  in  the  foreign 
mission  fields  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  and  in  supporting  them 
and  native  Christian  teachers  and  Bible-readers  in  those  fields. 

Article    III. — Membership. 

The  payment  of  one  dollar  annually  shall  constitute  membership,  and 
twenty  dollars  life  membership.  Any  person  paying  one  hundred  dollars 
shall  become  an  Honorary  Manager  for  life,  and  the  contribution  of  three 
hundred  dollars  shall  constitute  the  donor  an  Honorary  Patron  for  life. 

Article  IV. — Organization. 

The  organization  of  this  Society  shall  consist  of  a  General  Executive 
Committee,  Co-ordinate  Branches  and  Auxiliary  Societies,  to  be  constituted 
and  limited  as  laid  down  in  subsequent  articles. 

Article  V. — General  Executive  Committee. 

Sec.  I. — The  njanagement  and  general  administration  of  the  affairs  of 
the  Society  shall  be  vested  in  a  General  Executive  Committee,  consisting 
of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  and  two  delegates  from  each  Branch,  which 
delegates,  together  with  two  reserves,  shall  be  elected  at  the  Branch  annual 
meetings,  said  meetings  to  be  held  within  two  months  before  the  meeting 
of  the  General  Executive  Committee.  Said  Committee  shall  meet  at 
Boston  the  third  Wednesday  in  April,  1870,  and  annually  or  oftener  there- 
after, at  such  time  and  place  as  the  General  Executive  Committee  shall 
annually  determine. 
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Sec.  2.— The  duties  of  the  General  Executive  Committee  shall  be— 

1.  To  take  into  consideration  the  interests  and  demands  of  the  entire 
work  of  the  Society,  as  presented  in  the  reports  of  Branch  Correspond- 
ing Secretaries,  and  in  the  estimates  of  the  needs  of  mission  fields;  to 
ascertain  the  financial  condition  of  the  Society  ;  to  appropriate  its  money  in 
accordance  with  the  purposes  and  method  herein  indicated;  to  devise 
means  for  carrying  forward  the  work  of  the  Society  ;  fixing  the  amounts  to 
be  raised ;  employing  new  missionaries,  designating  their  fields  of  labor, 
examining  the  reports  of  those  already  employed  ;  and  arranging  with  the 
several  Branches  the  work  to  be  undertaken  by  each. 

2.  To  appoint  a  Committee,  consisting  of  one  from  each  Branch,  to  have 
charge  of  the  missionary  paper  of  the  society,  and  to  arrange  with  the 
Corresponding  Secretaries  for  the  publication  of  .an  Annual  Report  of  the 
work  of  the  Society. 

3.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  the  interests  of  the  Society  may 
demand,  provided  all  the  plans  and  directions  of  the  Committee  shall  be  in 
harmony  with  the  provisions  of  the  Constitution. 

Article  VI.— Branches. 

Section  i.— The  organizations  already  formed  at  Boston,  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  Chicago  and  Cincinnati,  shall  be  regarded  as  co-ordinate 
Branches  of  this  Society  on  their  acceptance  of  this  relationship  under  the 
provisions  of  the  present  Constitution. 

Sec^  2.— Other  Branches  may  be  organized  in  accordance  with  the 
following  general  plan  for  districting  the  territory  of  the  Church  :

II.     New  York  and  New  Jersey New  York. 

III.  Pennsylvania   and  Delaware Philadelphia.

VIII.     Arkansas,  Mississippi,  Louisiana  and  Texas New  Orleans. 

IX.     Tennessee,   North   Carolina,   South   Carolina,  Ala- 
bama, Georgia,  Florida Atlanta. 

X.     Pacific  Coast San  Francisco. 
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This  plan,  however,  may  be  changed  by  an  affirmative  vote  of  three- 
fourths  of  the  members  of  the  General  Executive  Committee  present  at 
any    annual  meeting  of  the  same. 

Sec.  3. — The  officers  of  each  Branch  Society  shall  consist  of  a  Presi- 
dent, not  less  than  ten  Vice-Presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary,  a  Corre- 
sponding Secretary,  a  Treasurer,  an  Auditor,  and  not  less  than  ten  Man- 
agers. These,  with  the  exception  of  Auditor,  shall  constitute  an  Execu- 
tive Committee  for  the  administration  of  the  affairs  of  the  Branch,  nine  of 
whom  shall  be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  These  officers 
shall  be  elected  at  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Branch,  and  shall  continue  in 
office  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  stead. 

Sec.  4. — The  President,  or  one  of  the  Vice-Presidents,  shall  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  Branch  and  of  its  Executive  Committee.  The  Record- 
ing Secretary  shall  notify  all  meetings  of  the  Branch  and  of  the  Executive 
Committee,  and  shall  keep  a  full  record  of  the  proceedings. 

The  Corresponding  Secretary,  shall,  under  the  direction  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee,  conduct  the  correspondence  of  the  Society  with  foreign 
missionaries,  with  the  other  Branches,  and  with  its  auxiliary  Societies 
(hereinafter  mentioned),  and  shall  endeavor,  by  all  practicable  means,  to 
form  auxiliary  Societies  within  the  prescribed  territory  of  the  Branch.  It 
shall  also  be  her  duty  to  present  to  the  annual  meeting  of  the  General 
Executive  Committee  a  report  of  the  work  of  the  Branch  during  the  year, 
for  publication  in  their  Annual  Report. 

The  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  contributions  to  the  Branch,  keeping 
proper  books  of  accounts,  and  shall  make  such  disposition  of  the  funds  as 
the  Executive  Committee  may  direct,  each  order  of  the  Committee  being 
duly  signed  by  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 

Sec.  5. — The  Executive  Committee  shall  have  full  supervision  of  all  the 
work  assigned  to  the  Branch  by  the  General  Executive  Committee,  and  may 
order  the  disbursement  of  the  funds  required  for  that  work,  provide  for  all 
the  wants  and  receive  all  the  reports  of  the  missionaries,  Bible-women  and 
teachers,  who,  by  the  plan  of  the  General  Executive  Committee,  are  to  be 
supported  by  their  Branch. 

Sec.  6. — No  Branch  shall  project  new  work  or  undertake  the  support  of 
new  missionaries,  except  by  the  direction  or  with  the  approval  of  the 
General  Executive  Committee. 
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Sec.  7. — Each  Branch  may  make  its  own  by-laws  regulating  its  meetings 
and  those  of  its  Executive  Committee,  also  any  others  which  may  be  deemed 
necessary  to  its  efficiency  not  inconsistent  with  this  Constitution. 

Article  VII. — Auxiliary  Societies. 

Any  number  of  women  who  shall  contribute  not  less  that  ten  dollars 
annually,  may  form  a  society  auxiliary  to  that  Branch  of  the  Woman's 
Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  within 
whose  prescribed  territorial  limits  they  may  reside,  by  appointing  a  Presi- 
dent, three  or  more  Vice-Presidents  or  Managers,  a  Recording  Secretary, 
Corresponding  Secretary,  and  Treasurer,  who  together  shall  constitute  a 
local  Executive  Committee. 

Art.  VIII. — Relation  to  the  Missionary  Authorities  of  the  Church. 

Section  i. — This  Society  will  work  in  harmony  with  and  under  the 
supervision  of  the  authorities  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  and  be  subject  to  their  approval  in  the  employment  and 
remuneration  of  missionaries,  the  designation  of  their  fields  of  labor,  and  in 
the  general  plans  and  designs  of  its  work. 

Sec.  2. — All  mi£sion,aries  supported  by  the  Society  shall  be  approved  by 
the  constituted  missionary  authorities  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church, 
and  shall  labor  under  the  direction  of  the  authorities  of  the  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  of  the  particular  missions 
of  the  Society  in  which  they  may  be  severally  employed  ;  and  they  shall  be 
subject  to  the  same  rules  and  regulations  that  govern  the  other  missionaries 
in  those  particular  missions. 

Sec.  3. — The  funds  of  the  Society  shall  not  be  raised  by  collections  or 
subscriptions  taken  during  any  church  services  or  in  any  promiscous  public 
meetings,  but  shall  be  raised  by  securing  members,  life  members,  honorary 
managers  and  patrons,  and  by  such  other  methods  as  will  not  interfere  with 
the  ordinary  collections  or  contributions  for  the  treasury  of  the  Missionary 
Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Article  IX. — Change  of  Constitution. 

This  Constitution  may  be  changed  at  any  annual  meeting  of  the  General 
Executive  Committee,  by  a  two-thirds  vote  of  each  Branch  delegation, 
notice  of  the  proposed  change  having  been  given  at  the  previous  annual 
meeting  ;  but  Article  VIII  shall  not  be  changed  except  with  the  concur- 
rence of  the  Board  of  Managers  of  the  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church. 


CONSTITUTION  FOR   AUXILIARIES. 


Auxiliaries  are  expected  to  labor  in  harmony  with,  and  under  the  direction  of  the  Branch. 

Article   i.     This  Association    shall  be  called   the  Woman's  Foreign 

Missionary    Society   of  ^ ,  Auxiliary   to    the   Branch    of   the 

Woman's  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church. 

Art.  2. — The  object  of  this  Society  shall  be  to  aid  its  Branch  in  inter- 
esting Christian  women  in  the  evangelization  of  heathen  women,  and  in 
raising  funds  for  this  work. 

Art.  3. — Any  person  paying  a  regular  subscription  of  two  cents  per 
week,  or  one  dollar  per  year,  may  become  a  member  of  this  Society  ;  and 
any  person  contributing  five  dollars  per  quarter  for  one  year,  or  twenty 
dollars  at  one  time,  shall  be  constituted  a  life  member. 

Art.  4. — The  officers  of  this  Society  shall  be  a  President,  three  or  more 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Recording  Secretary,  Corresponding  Secretary,  and 
Treasurer,  who,  together,  shall  constitute  an  Executive  Committee,  to 
administer  the  affairs  of  the  Society. 

Art.  5. — Meetings  of  the  Society  for  business  and  communication  of 

intelligence  shall  be  held of  each  month.     The  Anniversary  Meeting 

shall   be   on   the day  of  March,  when   the  Annual   Reports   of  the 

Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  read,  and  the  officers  for  the  ensuing  year 
elected. 

Art.  6. — This  Constitution  and  the  accompanying  By-Laws  may  be 
changed  or  amended,  at  any  regular  meeting  of  the  Society,  by  a  two-thirds 
vote  of  the  members  present — notice  of  such  intention  having  been  given  at 
a  previous  meeting. 


BV-LAWS  FOR   AUXILIARIES. 


1.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  President  to  preside  at  all  meetit^gs  of  the 
Society,  and  to  supervise  its  general  interests. 

2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Vice-Presidents  to  perform  the  duties  of 
the  President  in  the  absence  of  that  officer,  and  to  aid  in  devising  means 
for  the  efficiency  of  the  Society. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Recording  Secretary  to  keep  a  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  Society,  and  provide  the  pastor  with  notices  of 
meetings. 

4.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary  to  conduct  the 
correspondence  of  the  Society,  and  to  report  quarterly  on  or  before  the  loth 
of  February,  May,  August  and  November,  to  the  District  Secretary.  It 
shall  also  be  her  duty  to  solicit  subscribers  for  the  Heathen  Woman's 
Friend,  and  forward  their  names  and  addresses  to  the  agents,  Mrs.  L.  H. 
Daggett,  2,6  Bromfield  Street,  Boston. 

5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Treasurer  to  collect  the  dues  of  the  mem- 
bers quarterly,  keeping  a  book  of  account,  and  remitting  to  the  Conference 
Secretary  on  or  before  the  loth  of  February,  May,  August  and  November. 

6.  Order  of  Exercises  for  Monthly  Meeting  : 

(i.)  Devotional  Exercises. 

(2.)   Reading  and  approval  of  Minutes. 

(3.)   Reports  from  members  of  what  they  have  done  for  the  Society 

during  the  past  month. 
(4.)  Report  of  Treasurer,  in  writing. 
(5.)  Report  of  the  Corresponding  Secretary. 
(6.)   Unfinished  business. 
(7.)  Miscellaneous  business. 
(8.)  Adjournment. 

7.  Once  each  quarter,  if  practicable,  a  public  meeting  shall  be  held,  in 
which  reports  shall  be  read,  addresses  given,  and  every  e«ort  made  to 
increase  the  general  missionary  intelligence  and  zeal,  as  well  as  earnestness 
in  the  special  work  of  this  Society. 
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8.  There  shall  be  a  Standing  Committee  of  three,  to  provide  literary- 
exercises  of  a  missionary  character  for  the  monthly  and  quarterly  meetings. 

9.  If  an  office  becomes  vacant  by  death,  resignation  or  removal,  it  must 
be  filled  as  soon  as  possible. 

10.  Each  lady  connected  with  the  Society  shall  try  to  induce  others  to 
become  members,  and  each  shall  do  what  she  can  to  add  to  the  general 
nterest  ;  remembering  in  prayer  each  day  the  Society,  its  workers,  mission 
schools,  orphans  and  missionaries.
